Long before John Wayne (aka Rooster Cogburn) singlehandedly took on the outlaw 
band, clutching horse reins in his teeth, and a gun in each hand in the iconic 1969 film, 
the term “True Grit’ had already been defined and demonstrated by a little lady living in 
Chester, New Hampshire. Gladys Nicoll was all about true grit. Behind all of that 
resolution and an indomitable spirit was an enormous heart. 


Gladys was born in Derry, attended school there, graduating from Pinkerton Academy 
with the class of 1934. Acting as her class correspondent until her passing, Gladys was 
inducted into the Pinkerton Hall of Fame in 2006. After high school, she continued her 
education in Boston where she received a teaching certificate from the Bouve-Boston 
School of Physical Education. Her formal education would provide the basis for a life- 
long passion of teaching, both in institutional settings and in life. 


Married to Robert ‘Bob’ Nicoll in 1940, they moved to Chester in 1941. And for more 
than seventy years from that time on, Chester would be the grateful recipient of Gladys’ 
gift of teaching. Raising two sons and a daughter, Gladys put her family first and the 
family’s weekly Wednesday evening gatherings at her home (and later at her 
granddaughter’s home) were an essential tool to keep the loving family connected, which 
eventually included her four grandchildren and seven great-grandchildren. 


Teaching physical education at Manchester West and Central high schools, as well as rate 

and 4" grades in Chester, Derry and Salem, P.E. was not just a i eees 
theoretical subject for Gladys. She truly lived the life. Active into her 
90’s, Gladys, an avid sportswoman, was a physically slight woman with } 
a hardy granite nature who walked, hiked and snow-shoed throughout 58 
Chester, on both roads and trails. That love of hiking and her true love ge 
of the outdoors would propel her to promote the creation and cm ‘ 
development of Chester’s Natural Area located behind Chester 7 
Academy. The paths throughout the forest there are preserved for all to enjoy, a a 
posted sign dedicated to Gladys Nicoll reminds those who pass by it of her significance. 





A dedicated advocate for nature and the outdoors, Gladys was known by many as the 
‘Tree Lady.’ Hosting groups of children at her home, she taught them to identify plants, 
fauna and trees on the property, and also took groups on walking tours of Chester center, 
where she expounded on the history of the town’s older homes. A docent for the Forest 
Society, Gladys devoted considerable time to spreading her love and more importantly 
her enthusiasm of the outdoors to countless people. 
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Her enthusiasm for the town of Chester was relentless, and she 
was a dedicated campaigner for all kinds of preservation. As 
years passed and the American Legion Hall fell into disrepair, 
there was a suggestion by some that it was time to take the 
structure down. Gladys would have none of that idea. Becoming 
a vociferous campaigner for its safeguarding, she was the driving 
force behind its renovation and ultimate salvation. In her 90’s, she 
made it a practice to walk by the building to check on its restoration progress and was 
known to stop by on at least one occasion and help paint with the work crew. 





There’s a tree that stands in front of the town post office that was planted during the 
bicentennial. Gladys led a group in obtaining soil from each of the 50 states to contribute 
to the rooting. There are of course flowers and plants all over town that are part of her 
loving handiwork. Friends were often the recipients of her bulbs and her generosity of 
spirit. And if you did not need a flower, she was there to listen. 


An informal educator long after her official retirement, Gladys was also a mentor to 
scouts working to earn their Eagle Scout badges. But she did not limit her efforts to 
young people. Indeed she was a founding member of the Chester Senior Citizens and 
also organized the Golden Stepper fitness program. No matter what your age, it was 
essential to keep moving. And Gladys rarely stopped. 


What else can you say about Gladys? She was an intrepid soul, sturdy and dauntless. 
She valued family, community and her church. Resilient and 
robust, there was that delightful aspect of her that marched to | 
her own drummer. Driving down a Chester country road late 
into the cooling autumn with the convertible top of her blue 
Camaro still down, one can only imagine her exultation. In her 
80’s, she was still driving a 5-speed stick shift. On her 504 
wedding anniversary, she wore her original wedding gown 
looking as beautiful (if not more so) as a young, blushing bride. | ge 
Nearing the very end of her life and in failing health, Gladyshad "= 
been living for several months at the Pleasant Valley Nursing | 
Center in Derry, when the Congregational Church in Chester | \———__- 
held a ‘Re-Membering Sunday’ last September. Revisiting the 
church for the first time in awhile, Gladys was carefully guided to her seat by usher 
Penny Henderson. Walking slowly down the aisle, she took time to survey the Chester 
congregation, the people and the sanctuary she had loved for so many years. With a 
gentle smile, she whispered to Penny: “Home again... home again”. 








Holder of Chester’s Boston Post Cane, Gladys was 96 years young when she passed. 
Thank you Gladys, for showing us the trees, the flowers, the sky, and the inherent 
strength and beauty that was (and is) Chester.

Restoration of Involuntarily Merged Lots 





Under NH RSA 674:39-aa Restoration of Involuntarily Merged Lots, you are hereby 
informed that any lots or parcels that were involuntarily merged prior to September 18, 
2010 by a city, town, county, village district, or any other municipality, may be restored 
to premerger status upon the owner’s request and all zoning and tax maps shall be 
updated to identify the premerger boundaries of said lots or parcels as recorded at the 
appropriate registry of deeds, provided: 

1. The request is submitted to the Chester Board of Selectmen prior to December 31, 

2016. 

2. No owner in the chain of title voluntarily merged his or her lots. If any owner in 
the chain of title voluntarily merged his or her lots, then all subsequent owners 
shall be estopped from requesting restoration. 

A copy of the NH RSA 674:39-aa is attached hereto and incorporated hereof as part of 
this Notice.

TITLE LXIV 
PLANNING AND ZONING 


CHAPTER 674 
LOCAL LAND USE PLANNING AND REGULATORY POWERS 


Regulation of Subdivision of Land 
Section 674:39-aa 


674:39-aa Restoration of Involuntarily Merged Lots. — 

I. In this section: 

(a) "Involuntary merger" and "involuntarily merged" mean lots merged by municipal! action 
for zoning, assessing, or taxation purposes without the consent of the owner. 

(b) "Owner" means the person or entity that holds legal title to the lots in question, even if 
such person or entity did not hold legal title at the time of the involuntary merger. 

(c) "Voluntary merger" and "voluntarily merged" mean a merger under RSA 674:39-a, or 
any overt action or conduct that indicates an owner regarded said lots as merged such as, but not 
limited to, abandoning a lot line. 

II. Lots or parcels that were involuntarily merged prior to September 18, 2010 by a city, town, 
county, village district, or any other municipality, shall at the request of the owner, be restored to 
their premerger status and all zoning and tax maps shall be updated to identify the premerger 
boundaries of said lots or parcels as recorded at the appropriate registry of deeds, provided: 

(a) The request is submitted to the governing body prior to December 31, 2016. 

(b) No owner in the chain of title voluntarily merged his or her lots. If any owner in the 
chain of title voluntarily merged his or her lots, then all subsequent owners shall be estopped 
from requesting restoration. The municipality shall have the burden of proof to show that any 
previous owner voluntarily merged his or her lots. 

III. All decisions of the governing body may be appealed in accordance with the provisions of 
RSA 676. 

IV. Any municipality may adopt local ordinances, including ordinances enacted prior to the 
effective date of this section, to restore previously merged properties that are less restrictive than 
the provisions in paragraph I and II. 

V. The restoration of the lots to their premerger status shall not be deemed to cure any non- 
conformity with existing local land use ordinances. 

VI. Municipalities shall post a notice informing residents that any involuntarily merged lots 
may be restored to premerger status upon the owner's request. Such notice shall be posted in a 
public place no later than January 1, 2012 and shall remain posted through December 31, 2016. 


Each municipality shall also publish the same or similar notice in its 2011 through 2015 annual 
reports.

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Selectmen’s Report 


Have you ever considered the reasons why you moved to “this little corner of the world?” What 
was the attraction? Was it the kitchen, the living room, the size of the garage, the school 
accommodations, or the view as you came into town? Most likely, it is a combination of reasons 
that you live in Chester, our charming, rural community where townspeople may come together and 
voice what their priorities are at our May Town Meeting. We encourage you to do so. 


Each year, there are more challenges for the rural nature of Chester, the preservation of its character 
and its resident lifestyles, its history, and financial responsibilities. There is the argument for us to 
be like many of the larger cities or towns that have commercial or industrial development among 
units of subdivisions. This is readily observed in our larger, neighbor towns, such as Derry or 
Raymond, that have main streets that bustle with a beehive of commercial activities, especially on 
weekends. Over the years that I have resided in Chester, I have listened to the repeated debate that 
we do not have a commercial basis which would, according to some, reduce our taxes. However, 
over the years, the people of Chester have voiced opposition to this type of growth. 


As I drive through our Town, I see throughout our community a myriad of farms and small 
businesses. Many of us travel or have traveled outside of our Town borders to earn a living and 
then have the privilege, as I see it, to come back to a tranquil setting to relax and to unwind. A 
minority use their residence for more than one purpose; both to live and to earn a living. Some with 
great success; others just barely, but still they persist. Farms and agricultural endeavors dot the 
landscape in almost every corner of our Town. From plant nurseries, to equine facilities, to large 
and small farm stands, orchards/tree farms, dairy farms, maple sugar shacks and saw mills of native 
lumber. Intertwined in all of this is protected land, such as Conservation Easement, Current Use 
and, of course, Town-owned properties. Over the years, several of our citizenry had the foresight to 
advocate for the protection of certain strategic parcels that would benefit the Town in the future. 
They heeded the words of an old, popular song by Joni Mitchell: “They paved paradise, and put up 
a parking lot.” 


One such young-at-heart lady was our recently departed Boston Post Cane recipient, Gladys Nicoll. 
She created an atmosphere of community spirit during her lifetime, and we intend to honor that 
spirit by naming the conservation area in the center of Town in her memory. Almost 
singlehandedly, Gladys convinced the townspeople that this valuable piece of property - 

e inthe center of our Town, 

e in vicinity to our new school, and 

e older than any of our “National Register” properties that dot the four corners at our only 

traffic light in Town - 

be preserved in perpetuity for the multitudes of generations to be able to see that not only are our 
edifices important, but also the simple joys and creations of nature have lasting value. During our 
numerous discussions, I learned to realize how Gladys could reshape our thinking and awareness by 
sharing her appreciations of nature and for those simple encounters in life that many of us might 
consider insignificant. When Gladys looked at something with us, we, too, found beauty and 
interest. An old building in Chester, a budding tree, a flower bed with a small stone memorial, a 
wooden sign, a stone wall, even an old outhouse; nothing was insignificant to her eye in her mind; 
and no one could ask her a question for which she would not spend time to try to find an answer. 
Truly, we will miss this wonderful lady who has left us her passions in and for Chester. 
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Now, we also need to think about what legacies we would like to leave. As your Board of 
Selectmen, we are well aware of the tightness of our Town’s budget as well as our personal 
household budgets. In this present Warrant, we have struggled with items to be presented. We 
have taken the approach that we would like to be seen as leaders and administrators of the town 
form of government in which, you, the voters, tell us what is highest in your priorities, and NOT 
that we need to dictate only our choices of priority. Please understand that we will do our best no 
matter what the majority chooses. 


For many years, our Road Agent has asked for funds for road repairs or proper equipment. Over the 
years, we have purchased some used pieces of equipment, have received some donations, and have 
bought a few, small vehicles. Now, we are at a crossroad where we need to decide on whether to 
own or to hire. The Road Agent has presented a truck, dictated by State bid (the State’s best price 
for that size vehicle), for us to purchase. This would be a brand new vehicle, equipped for plowing 
in winter and for road repairs the rest of the year. Our present, senior vehicle is approaching the 
ten-year age and has been repaired numerous times. Just recently, an inspection was completed, 
and we spent six hundred dollars extra for it to pass. We plan on using it as long as we do not have 
major issues. 


Also, we have brought forth two Articles that will clean up material left over from the prior road 
bond that was stored near the salt shed. In reference to the first Article (#10), we plan to use this 
material on Town-owned property for proper fill. 


The second Article (#11) will allow the building of two storage bays at the Salt Shed. The first will 
house the snow removal equipment, sanders, plows, etc. The second will be enclosed and have the 
potential for heat. It will be large enough to house the new truck without removing the snow 
equipment in the winter. This is not something that can be easily accomplished in our present 
Highway Garage on Chester Street. The long range plan is to consolidate our Highway Department 
activities on the Dump Road Salt Shed site. When we do this, is up to you, the voters. 


One Warrant Article may be tabled based upon the approval of the budget. The Selectmen believe 
that a new police cruiser is needed this year. Because we have seen police cruisers pass each time 
at Town Meeting, we decided to place this item in the budget. Our purpose is to limit the number of 
Warrant Articles due to the observation that the number of voters tends to decrease as the length of 
the Town Meeting increases. We will administer the Town any way that the voters decide. What 
we are looking for is your preference as to whether you would like to see a Warrant Article for the 
police cruiser or to simply request this item within the budget. As a Warrant Article it is a defined 
purpose subject to the 10% rule which is the maximum allowable increase to the Budget 
Committee’s recommended budget. 


The same is true for the Fire Truck Warrant Article. This next year will be our last lease payment 
on our newest fire vehicle. The Fire Chief has suggested that we start looking for a new tanker 
truck. Our present tanker is twenty-three (23) years old with a tank capacity of 2,500 gallons of 
water. Its capability of pumping water directly into our first responding Quint is lessened by the 
size of the pump. Our Quint’s carrying capacity is 300 gallons, pumping 1800 gallons per minute 
and our present tanker can only pump 500 gallons per minute. A new tanker will be able to carry 
3,000 (three thousand) gallons of water with a pumping capacity of 1,250 gallons per minute. 
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These are our minimum specifications, and we believe it will take time to build this vehicle. The 
Chief proposed this Article for replacement to have no monetary tax affect this next year because 
the first payment would be due in the 2015/2016 Fiscal Year. The belief is that this will cause no 
spike in taxes for our Fire Department Budget; and if we take a ten (10) year lease, we should not 
need to replace any of our first-line equipment for at least that long, if not longer. 


As Selectmen, we are involved in all aspects of our Town. For years, questions have arisen 
concerning the Town-owned property known as Spring Hill Farm. Approximately fifteen years 
ago, a long-time resident and former school teacher, Miss Muriel Church, came to an agreement 
with the Town. After many years of scrimping and saving, raising State foster children, teaching in 
our elementary school, and operating her farm, Miss Church approached the Town and offered to 
sell her property (400 acres of prime land) in order to help preserve the rural character of our Town 
and to promote the atmosphere that we enjoy. The request of Miss Church, in this agreement, was 
that the farm operation be maintained by a group of Trustees. The question that has arisen 
repeatedly is in the interpretation of the agreement as to the use of the funds that she left, or 
designated to be used, and how the funds were to be expended. 


Article #15 requests the Town to place these town-owned buildings at Spring Hill Farm into the 
Town’s general building maintenance program. If passed, the Town’s operating budget for this 
next year has no funds designated for these buildings. Therefore, unless an emergency occurs, we 
will not expend funds for these buildings. The goal of the Trustees is to create a Charitable Trust 
for Spring Hill Farm. This will allow them to receive gifts and donations that the donors will be 
able to claim on the filing of their Federal Income Tax. It is my belief that the residence will be the 
only building that we, the Town, will need to take care of since the other buildings are associated 
with the farm operation. 


Article #16 deals with the Spring Hill Farm residence for this year. As previously mentioned, there 
are no funds in this year’s budget for Spring Hill Farm; and, therefore, if funds are expended, they 
must be appropriated through Town Meeting by a vote of those attending. The Trustees are 
applying for energy grants to assist in any of this work, and those grants will be used to offset the 
work. 


Article #17 will allow us to put a few more dollars ($20,000) into the Fund created to remove the 
underground oil tank at the Municipal Building and, possibly, to expand the parking area. When we 
discontinue the use of the underground oil tank, we have to determine if we will continue to use oil 
or convert to another form of energy to heat the Municipal Building. 


Article #18 deals with a problem discussed at the 2012 Town Meeting. We have a one-thousand 
dollar ($1,000) deductible on our liability insurance policy for any damage. Since inception in 
2012, we have had three claims for lightning damage to Stevens Hall, the Ruth Ray Building (Post 
Office) and Highway Garage. Our insurance company charged each incident as a separate incident. 
The original warrant was for ten thousand dollars, and we do not anticipate requesting more than 
that for this fund. We would like to bring this back to its original amount, with no expenditure 
expected unless we have a claim. 
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Article #19 deals with the “Master Plan,” a tool used by all of our Land Use Boards to guide the 
growth and expenditures of our Town. This Plan is required to be current as per the State R.S.A. 
(State Statutes) and usually requires the help of specialists (planners) in this field. 


And while we are on the subject, these Land Use Boards work with volunteer help on our behalf. If 
you have time, inclination or the curiosity as to what they do, or why they do what it is required, 
please feel free to become involved. We govern this Town primarily with volunteer help, as has 
been done for almost three hundred (300) years. We have specialists available to us, to help us 
through the more technical issues, but this is YOUR town. Please feel free to come to Town 
Meeting, voice your opinion, and vote as you see fit. Your property tax bill is determined by what 
you think is important. Those of us who study government have always agreed that Town Meeting 
forms of government are the fairest and allow all to voice their opinion. I, for one, will tell you, I 
want your opinion and want you to tell us “what is important” to you. I know what my budget can 
afford; I need to know what your priorities are in order to satisfy what your budget can afford. 


Thank you for all you have done and in advance for all we ask of you.

And 
further to see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate fifty-eight thousand, 
two hundred and forty-one dollars ($58,241) for the payment of the first years’ 
salary and benefits. All salary negotiations will be done by the Selectmen.

Report on the Financial Statements 


We have audited the accompanying financial statements of the governmental activi- 
ties, the discretely presented component unit, the major fund, and the aggregate 
remaining fund information of the Town of Chester, New Hampshire, as of and for 
the year ended June 30, 2013 (except for the discretely presented component unit, 
which is as of and for the year ended December 31, 2012), which collectively com- 
prise the Town of Chester, New Hampshire’s basic financial statements as listed in 
the Table of Contents. 


Management’s Responsibility for the Financial Statements 


The Town’s management is responsible for the preparation and fair presentation 

of these financial statements in accordance with accounting principles generally 
accepted in the United States of America: this includes the design, implementation, 
and maintenance of internal control relevant to the preparation and fair presentation 
of financial statements that are free from material misstatement, whether due to 
fraud or error. 


Auditor’s Responsibility 


Our responsibility is to express opinions on these financial statements based on 

our audit. We conducted our audit in accordance with auditing standards generally 
accepted in the United States of America. Those standards require that we plan and 
perform the audit to obtain reasonable assurance about whether the financial state- 
ments are free from material misstatement. 


An audit involves performing procedures to obtain audit evidence about the amounts 
and disclosures in the financial statements. The procedures selected depend on the 
auditor's judgment, including the assessment of the risks of material misstatement of 
the financial statements, whether due to fraud or error. In making those risk assess-

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fair presentation of the financial statements in order to design audit procedures that 
are appropriate in the circumstances, but not for the purpose of expressing an opin- 
ion on the effectiveness of the entity’s internal control. Accordingly, we express no 
such opinion. An audit also includes evaluating the appropriateness of accounting 
policies used and the reasonableness of significant accounting estimates made 


by management, as well as evaluating the overall presentation of the financial 
statements. 


We believe that the audit evidence we have obtained is sufficient and appropriate to 
provide a basis for our audit opinions. 


Opinions 


In our opinion, the financial statements referred to above present fairly, in all material 
respects, the respective financial position of the governmental activities, the discretely 
presented component unit, the major fund, and the aggregate remaining fund infor- 
mation of the Town of Chester, New Hampshire, as of June 30, 2013, and the respec- 
tive changes in financial position and the respective budgetary comparison for the 
general fund, for the year then ended in accordance with accounting principles 
generally accepted in the United States of America. 


Other Matters 
Required Supplementary Information 


Accounting principles generally accepted in the United States of America require 
that Management's Discussion and Analysis be presented to supplement the basic . 
financial statements. Such information, although not a part of the basic financial 
Statements, is required by the Governmental Accounting Standards Board, who 
considers it to be an essential part of financial reporting for placing the basic finan- 
cial statements in an appropriate operational, economic, or historical context. We 
have applied certain limited procedures to the required supplementary information 

in accordance with auditing standards generally accepted in the United States of 
America, which consisted of inquiries of management about the methods of preparing 
the information and comparing the information for consistency with management's 
responses to our inquiries, the basic financial statements, and other knowledge we 
obtained during our audit of the basic financial statements. We do not express an 
opinion or provide any assurance on the information because the limited procedures 


do not provide us with evidence sufficient to Express an opinion or provide any 
assurance. 


Other Information 


Our audit was conducted for the purpose of forming opinions on the financial state- 
ments that collectively comprise the Town of Chester, New Hampshire’s basic finan- 
cial statements. The schedules of Nonmajor Governmental Funds appearing on 
pages 39 through 44 are presented for purposes of additional analysis and are nota 
required part of the basic financial statements. Such information is the responsibility of 
management and was derived from and relates directly to the underlying accounting 
and other records used to prepare the financial statements. The information has been 
subjected to the auditing procedures applied in the audit of the financial statements 
and certain additional procedures, including comparing and reconciling such infor- 
mation directly to the underlying accounting and other records used to prepare the 
financial statements or to the financial statements themselves, and other additional 
procedures in accordance with auditing standards generally accepted in the United 
States of America. In our opinion, the information is fairly stated in all material 
respects in relation to the financial statements as a whole.

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MANAGEMENT’S DISCUSSION AND ANALYSIS 
As management of the Town of Chester, New Hampshire, we offer readers this 
narrative overview and analysis of the financial activities of the Town of Chester, 
New Hampshire for the fiscal year ended June 30, 2013. 


A. OVERVIEW OF THE FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 


This discussion and analysis is intended to serve as an introduction to the basic 
financial statements. The basic financial statements comprise three components: 
(1) government-wide financial statements, (2) fund financial statements, and 

(3) notes to financial statements. This report also contains other supplementary 
information in addition to the basic financial statements themselves. 


Government-wide financial statements. The government-wide financial state- 
ments are designed to provide readers with a broad overview of our finances in 
a manner similar to a private-sector business. 


The Statement of Net Position presents information on all assets and liabilities, 
with the difference between the two reported as net position. Over time, increases 
or decreases in net position may serve as a useful indicator of whether the finan- 
cial position is improving or deteriorating. 


The Statement of Activities presents information showing how the Town’s net 
position changed during the most recent fiscal year. All changes in net position 

are reported as soon as the underlying event giving rise to the change occurs, 
regardless of the timing of related cash flows. Thus, revenues and expenses are 
reported in this statement for some items that will only result in cash flows in future 
fiscal periods (e.g., uncollected taxes and earned but unused vacation leave). 


The governmental activities include general government, public safety, high- 
ways and streets, sanitation, health and welfare, culture and recreation, and 
conservation. 


The government-wide financial statements are designed to include the Town of 
Chester, New Hampshire (the primary government), and any legally separate 
entities for which it is financially accountable (component units). The Town of 
Chester, New Hampshire has one component unit, the Spring Hill Farm Trust. 
This Trust was established to administer the daily functions of the Spring Hill 
Farm, which was donated to the Town by Ms. Muriel Church. 


Fund financial statements. A fund is a grouping of related accounts that is 
used to maintain control over resources that have been segregated for specific 
activities or objectives. Fund accounting is used to ensure and demonstrate 
compliance with finance-related legal requirements. All of the funds can be 
divided into two categories: governmental funds and fiduciary funds. 








Governmental funds. Governmental funds are used to account for essentially 
the same functions reported as governmental activities in the government-wide 
financial statements. However, unlike the government-wide financial statements, 
governmental fund financial statements focus on near-term inflows and outflows 
of spendable resources, as well as on balances of Spendable resources available 
at the end of the fiscal year. Such information may be useful in evaluating a gov- 
ernment's near-term financing requirements. 


Because the focus of governmental funds is narrower than that of the government- 
wide financial statements, it is useful to compare the information presented for 
governmental funds with similar information presented for governmental activities 
in the government-wide financial statements. By doing so, readers may better 
understand the long-term impact of the government's near-term financing deci- 
sions. Both the governmental fund balance sheet and the governmental fund 
Statement of revenues, expenditures, and changes in fund balances provide a 
reconciliation to facilitate this comparison between governmental funds and 
governmental activities. 


An annual appropriated budget is adopted for the general fund. A budgetary 
comparison statement has been provided for the general fund to demonstrate 
compliance with this budget. 


Fiduciary funds. Fiduciary funds are used to account for resources held for the 

benefit of parties outside the government. Fiduciary funds are not reflected in the 
government-wide financial statements because the resources of those funds are 
not available to support the Town’s own programs. 


Notes to financial statements. The notes provide additional information that is 
essential to a full understanding of the data provided in the government-wide and 
fund financial statements. 


Other information. In addition to the basic financial statements and accom- 
panying notes, this report also presents certain required supplementary infor- 
mation which is required to be disclosed by accounting principles generally 
accepted in the United States of America. 





. FINANCIAL HIGHLIGHTS 





e As of the close of the current fiscal year, the total of assets exceeded liabili- 
ties by $15,446,113 (i.e., net position), a change of $210,113 in comparison 
to the prior year. 


e As of the close of the current fiscal year, governmental funds reported com- 
bined ending fund balances of $3,279,765, a change of $514,381 in compari- 
son to the prior year. 


e At the end of the current fiscal year, unassigned fund balance for the general 
fund was $1,188,433, a change of $110,942 in comparison to the prior year. 
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e Total long-term debt (i.e., bonds payable) at the close of the current fiscal year 
was $645,000, a change of $(265,000) in comparison to the prior year.

As noted earlier, net position may serve over time as a useful indicator of a gov- 
ernment's financial position. At the close of the most recent fiscal year, total net 
position was $15,446,113, a change of $210,113 from the prior year. 


The largest portion of net position $12,220,798 reflects our investment in capital 
assets (€.g., land, buildings, machinery, equipment, and infrastructure), less any 
related debt used to acquire those assets that is still outstanding. These capital 
assets are used to provide services to citizens: consequently, these assets are 
not available for future spending. Although the investment in Capital assets is 
reported net of related debt, it should be noted that the resources needed to 
repay this debt must be provided from other sources, since the Capital assets 
themselves cannot be used to liquidate these liabilities. 


An additional portion of net position $1,456,264 represents resources that are 
Subject to external restrictions on how they may be used. The remaining balance 
of unrestricted net position $1,769,051 may be used to meet the government's 
ongoing obligations to citizens and creditors. 


Governmental activities. Governmental activities for the year resulted ina 
change in net position of $210,113. Key elements of this change are as follows:

Governmental funds. The focus of governmental funds is to provide information 
on near-term inflows, outflows, and balances of spendable resources. Such infor- 
mation is useful in assessing financing requirements. In particular, unassigned 
fund balance may serve as a useful measure of a government's net resources 
available for spending at the end of the fiscal year. 





As of the end of the current fiscal year, governmental funds reported combined 
ending fund balances of $3,279,765, a change of $514,381 in comparison to the 
prior year. Key elements of this change are as follows: 


General fund change in fund balance (explained in more

The general fund is the chief operating fund. At the end of the current fiscal year, 
unassigned fund balance of the general fund was $1 , 188,433, while total fund 
balance was $1,823,501. As a measure of the general fund’s liquidity, it may be 
useful to compare both unassigned fund balance and total fund balance to total 
general fund expenditures.

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Chester Budget Committee Report 
For Fiscal Year 2014-2015 
Proposed Budget and other Warrant Articles 


To the Citizens of Chester: 


Operating under the State of New Hampshire RSA Chapter 32, the Chester Municipal Budget Committee 
is charged with assisting the voting public in the prudent appropriation of funds for the Town of Chester. 


On March 3rd of this year, the Committee received a proposed operating budget from the Selectmen in 
the amount of $4,204,302 which represented a $335,347 or 8.71%**, increase in spending over last year’s 
approved operating budget. 


The Budget Committee’s analysis takes into account previous year’s spending, as well as actual year-to- 
date spending. The Committee met with the Selectmen to discuss most of the departmental budget 
requests, and the Selectmen provided explanations for some of the proposed increases. To that end, the 
Budget Committee again reviewed the proposed budget and made adjustments where they felt it was 
necessary. The Committee is recommending a proposed budget for the Legislative body’s consideration 
in the amount of $3,990,424 which represents an increase over last year’s budget of $121,469, or 
3.14%**. The major differences between last year’s operating budget and this year’s proposed budget are 
described below: 


e 4150-8-314 to 325 Information Technology - new $48,096. This is a new account that 
has been created to consolidate both computer hardware and software costs that were 
previously spread across multiple departments into a single account. The majority of 
these expenses are not new with exception of line 4150-6-314 ($16,712) which represents 
the cost of replacing half (13) of the Town’s computers. The result of this consolidation 
is that many departments with technology related expenses will show a slight decrease to 
their budgets as the computer related lines have been moved here. 

e 4155-1-110 to 170 Benefits - up $70,133. The upward pressures in this account show 
the ever increasing cost of employee benefits. The largest single increase in this section is 
in employee health and dental insurance. Although budgeted at the same employee 
contribution level as last year (15% contribution for a single plan and 20% for a two 
person or family plan) this line alone accounts for a $53,714 increase over last year’s 
budgeted amount of $263,005 (a 20.4% increase). 

e 4194-1-639 to 856 Buildings — up $2,607. Although the increase in this department is 
relatively minor the Committee would like to point out that approximately $50,000 of this 
budget is new spending. Roughly $50,000 of last year’s budget was for repair projects 
that have been completed or are expected to be completed shortly. The Board of 
Selectmen has been consistent in their commitment to the Town’s infrastructure. 
Currently proposed projects include, among others, paving at the fire station, painting at 
the library, re-grading, paving and gutters at the salt shed. 

e 4196-1-520 to 535 Insurance — up $16,442. Insurance costs for the Town are up 22.8% 
mostly in Liability and Workers’ Compensation insurance. 

e 4215-1-350 to 570 Ambulance — up $39,474. The majority of the increase in this budget 
is due to the fact that ambulances dispatch services cost has been moved here from the 
Fire Department’s budget. Ambulance contracted medical services has increased by 
$8,593 or 15.8%. 
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e 4312-1-109 to 902 Highway — down $28,462. The asphalt line (1-911) has been reduced 
by $50,000. This line has more than doubled in the past five years (it was $40,000 in 
2010). The argument for increases in this line have always been that if no warrant articles 
for road work pass the Road Agent will have no funds for road repair without this line. 
The average that has been spent against this line over the last four years is $23,189 per 
year. The Budget Committee supports the warrant article (#6) to drawn down $350,000 
from the CIP fund for road work this year. The engineering line (2-700) has been reduced 
to $5,000. Again, the actual annual expenses for this line have not exceeded $5,000 in the 
past four years (the four year average actual expense is $2,148). 

e 4324-1-110 to 641 Transfer Station — up $8,234. This is due to increased costs of 
household waste transportation and disposal (up 15.6%). . 


The Committee has reviewed all proposed warrant articles that contain an appropriation. In 
addition to recommending an operating budget of $3,990,424 the Committee recommends 
$728,241 of appropriations through warrant articles. The following is a summary of 
recommendations and the tax impact of each article: 
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** These figures are based on increasing last year’s budget by the voter approved amount of $22,100 for 
the assistant library director. 





A few comments regarding the Capital Improvements Program (CIP): 


The CIP Committee has defined a Capital Project to be a specified item or activity with a cost of 
at least $5,000 and with a useful life of two years or more. 
Typical Capital Projects include: 


¢ Purchasing vehicles or other equipment 

¢ Purchasing land or buildings 

* Constructing, expanding, or renovating a building 
¢ Upgrading named roads 


The Planning Board solicits input from all department, commissions and committees in Chester 
for all Capital Projects contemplated for the next six years. The CIP Committee than reviews 
each proposed project, then votes to accept the final projects. 


The purpose of a CIP is to strengthen the Town’s ability to forecast the need for various capital 
improvement projects. It is an actual plan, which lays out a budget and schedule of municipal 
expenditures. The plan shows when, how, and at what cost the town expects to expand and/or 
maintain its services and facilities in the future. The CIP takes into account municipal expense 
and revenue trends, levels of population, and forecasted growth. 


There are substantial benefits to managing a capital budget process and developing the discipline 
associated with a long range planning culture. For example, the work done by the Planning 
Board and CIP Committee: 


¢ Helps stabilize and control the Town’s tax rate 

¢ Assist Town officials in laying out their departments plans 

¢ Helps residents anticipate future projects and expenses 

¢ Enables Departments and Committees to think and plan for the future 

¢ Enables more efficient use of limited resources 

¢ Permits the Town to enact impact fees and growth management ordinances 


The CIP provides a formal, legally recognized bridge between the Towns’ Master Plan and the 
annual budgeting activities. 


In the past, thousands of dollars have been approved by the voters to develop the CIP. Whenever 
the voters have been asked to fund portions of the CIP, police, fire and highway, they have 
responded in the affirmative. This year the Selectmen have chosen not to give the voters the 
option to fund any CIP programs through the warrant despite requests from this Committee. 


Petitioned Warrant Article for Town Administrator: 


The Budget Committee has spearheaded a petitioned warrant article for a Town Administrator 
for the Legislative body to decide on at the annual Town meeting. With little effort, the 
Committee members received 60 signatures, including three Selectmen, from residents 
supporting the petition. The annual Town budget is now four million dollars. As the number of 
employees increase and the Town’s needs become more complicated it becomes more difficult 
for the Board of Selectmen to efficiently and effectively “manage the prudential affairs” of the 
Town. It is the Budget Committee’s opinion that the need for a responsible individual to oversee 
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the daily administration and general management of the Town is vital. Of Chester’s seven 
abutting towns, five have a Town Administrator or a Town Manager. A Town Administrator: 


e Administers operational polices in accordance with Town policies as they pertain 
to personnel and finances. Recommends policy revisions and advises the 
Selectmen as needed. 

e Coordinates the daily administrative, financial and operational functions of the 


Town. 

e Works with Town Department heads to create and fulfill annual and long range 
goals. 

e Participates in the hiring process of Department Heads and performs annual 
reviews. 


e Acts as the Personnel Coordinator for area of compensation, benefits, workers 
compensation cases, employee training, grievances and general personnel issues. 

e Works with Department heads to create and amend personnel policies, subject to 
Board of Selectmen approval, and ensures the compliance of these policies. 

e Assists in the preparation of the Town budget. Works with the Finance Director, 
Department Heads, the Selectmen, outside agencies and the Budget Committee in 
the justification of spending requests. Monitors all expenditures and informs the 
Selectmen as needed. 

e Serves as the daily administrative contact for citizens who wish to present 
complaints or have inquiries about Town affairs and is responsible for the 
resolution of such complaints either through direct response or by delegating to 
the appropriate Department Head. Keeps Selectmen advised of these matters 
through weekly updates. 

e Monitors all Town department purchases to ensure they follow the approved 
Town Purchasing Policy and Procedure. 

e Responsible for advertising, development of bid specifications, development of 
requests for proposals, legal obligations, insurance coverage, staff development, 
construction oversight and coordination of activities with other public agencies. 


The Budget Committee recommends that you support this warrant article. 


In closing, we would like to mention that we currently have two open positions on the Committee. While 
the Budget Committee’s mission is a difficult one and not for everyone, it is a necessary function to 
ensure spending recommendations have a second sight. Residents are more than welcome to apply as 
appointee’s should town elections not fill the required positions. 


As always, we welcome the responsibility of assisting Chester’s taxpayers through our review of the 
operating budget, warrant articles, and bond requests. It is always our goal to carry out this review 
effectively, professionally, and in a fiscally responsible manner. As always, we welcome your attendance 
and input at our Budget Committee meetings. If you have any questions, please feel free to contact any of 
the Committee members.

Annual Report 
Finance Department 


I am pleased to submit the Annual Report of the Finance Department for the Town of Chester to 
taxpayers and residents. The department continues to outsource the overall financial 
management functions of the department to the accounting firm, Coppola and Associates. The 
firm brings many years of experience in municipal finance and management to the Town, and it 
is a pleasure to work with the staff and elected officials. 


The Finance Department is charged with the management of all financial matters of the Town 
from vendor payments, payroll processing, cash management and account reconciliation to 
establishing internal control procedures, thereby mitigating financial risk for the community. 
Through the cooperation of all departments, we again had a pre-audit in June with the final audit 
work being completed the last week of August-the first week of September. 


The Town’s Fund Balance as of June 30, 2013 was $1,319,084; approximately 9% of the State- 
recommendation of 8%-17% of regular, operating expenditures. The Town voted at the May 
2013 Town Meeting to use $160,000 to offset two Warrant Articles. Article #6 (new Capital 
Improvements Program) $150,000 and Article #21 (Commemorative Monument) $10,000. At 
the time of the tax rate setting, the Board of Selectmen decided to use an additional $100,000 to 
help offset the tax rate. The Town retained $1,059,084 - just over 8% of the State’s 
recommendation. 


This year was a challenge getting our tax rate due to various complications at the State level. 
The tax rate was confirmed on November 15th and the tax invoices mailed on November 20", 
which is later than usual for Chester. Through the continued cooperation of the Town aad 
School, we were again able to negate the need for a Tax Anticipation Note (TAN); thus saving 
the interest and costs that a Note would have incurred. 


The Finance Department continues to work toward efficiency and transparency. Our goals 
include promoting and improving the financial management of the Town; increasing the 
productivity of the Department; strengthening internal control; updating and establishing proper 
financial policies and procedures while facilitating the professional growth of the dedicated staff. 
This past year, the Town approved several new Policies including Fire & Police Detail rates, 
Encumbrance, Cash Receipt, Fraud and Fund Balance Policy. 


I wish to acknowledge and thank the Town’s Bookkeeper, Marianne Duffy, and all departments 
for their continued support and cooperation.

Treasurer’s Report 


The Treasurer has duties established by state statute. In part, the statute, RSA 41:29, states 
that “The Town Treasurer shall have custody of all moneys belonging to the Town, and shall 
pay out the same only upon orders of the Selectmen....” These moneys are made up of 
property tax collections and various fees charged for services. When authorized by the 
Selectmen, the Treasurer pays out funds for current operating expenses and capital expenses 
(debt). The Treasurer must maintain enough liquidity to meet the everyday obligations of the 
Town, and invest surplus cash in risk-free investments. At times, the balance in the general 
fund can be substantial (when semi-annual property taxes are collected). Interest rates, and 
consequently interest earnings, continued at the historic low levels seen over the past two 
years. Interest rates are rising slightly, but are still at a near-zero rate. Because the 
investments of the Town must be 100% guaranteed, the interest earnings have been minimal 
and will remain low in the coming year. The balance in the General Fund generally exceeds 
the FDIC insurance limits. A collateralization procedure is used by our bank so that all of the 
Town’s funds are always secure. Our bank purchases US Government securities in the 
Town’s name for 102% of the current balance. The balances are monitored and the 
collateralization is adjusted on a weekly basis. 


The Treasurer also has custody of Fair Share Contributions (impact fees) that are collected on 
the construction of new homes. All funds collected must be properly identified and promptly 
deposited in individual, interest bearing accounts. The town is currently collecting impact 
fees for Highways and Recreation. The following chart gives a summary of fees collected:

With careful oversight, the Town was able to meet all of its obligations, to the School 
District, County, Vendors, and Employees on a timely schedule without borrowing money in 
anticipation of property tax collections again this year.

Trustees of the Trust Funds 


March 13, 2014 


Your Trustees of Chester’s Trust Funds meet regularly throughout the year to monitor the 
performance of the trust funds and capital reserve funds that are invested to the benefit of various 
town departments and organizations. These funds are invested in accordance with the RSA’s of 
the State of New Hampshire as well as the investment policies of the Town of Chester. 


The board works with, and is advised by, an accredited, professional financial firm to make 
certain: (1) that any new funds are promptly set up in accordance with State laws; and (2) that 
any additional funds coming forward to the benefit of any existing fund are promptly invested to 
return the maximum prudently available return, while striving to protect the principal from 
devaluation. Also, the board files annual reports with the State of New Hampshire and provides 
complete information on the funds to the Board of Selectmen through the Town’s Finance 
Director, the Budget Committee and to the Town’s auditing firm. We are also available to the 
fund beneficiaries as well as the general public throughout the year. 


The funds that are overseen by the Trustees consist of Trust funds and Capital Reserve funds. 


The Trust Funds consist of the Cemetery Perpetual Care Trusts, the Fire Department Trusts, the 
Public and School Library Trusts, and the Town Poor Trusts (more commonly called the 
Wilcomb-Townsend Trusts). The Trust Funds were all funded by private donations to the 
specific fund. 


The Capital Reserve Funds are those funds that are instituted by vote of the Town legislative 
body at the annual Town Meetings. Generally, they are used to set money aside for anticipated 
or unanticipated needs in order to reduce swings in the annual budget. The current reserves and 
brief reason for origination are as follows, chronologically by year of inception:

Complete detail of all these funds is found elsewhere in your report. 


During the past three years, improvements in equity markets have increased the value of the trust 
funds. However, almost all of the trust fund and capital reserve fund revenue comes from 
interest on fixed income and money market investments. Since interest rates, as we all know, 
have been kept low by the Federal Reserve throughout the past year, even though the portfolio 
value increases, the distribution of revenue for the fiscal year 2013-2014 is still expected to be 
lower than during the years of significantly higher interest rates. Your Board of Trustees reviews 
the investments on a quarterly basis with our advisor to insure that growth instruments are 
converted to dividend-paying instruments as soon as any losses in principal occur, due to 
inflation, in order to maximize payouts to beneficiaries. 


There was no candidate for the open Trustee of the Trust Funds position in May of 2013, so Jim 
Hoffman, who received votes, was appointed by the Moderator, and Ephraim Dobbins, who has 
served the Town well in his Trustee capacity, agreed to another term.

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Assessing Department | 2013 


Assessing Department 


The main function of the Assessing Department is to ensure that all homes are fairly and 
equitably assessed which ensures that each taxpayer is paying their fair share of the total tax 
burden of the town. When changes are made to a property, we must view the property and 
change the value of the property accordingly. Properties that have been issued building permits, 
are under new construction, or have had subdivision or lot line adjustments are reviewed 
annually. All assessments are based on a snap-shot date of April 1 of the current tax year. 


In addition to valuing all the properties in town, the Assessing Department has some lesser- 
known functions. Some of these additional functions are: Tax Mapping, Processing and 
maintaining Veterans Credits, Elderly, Disabled and Blind exemptions, timber and excavation 
Operations, current use properties and consequent land use change taxes, property transfers and 
address changes. 


This year, we are going in a new direction with our Tax Mapping and have teamed up with 
Southern New Hampshire Planning Commission to update our maps. Chester will be their first 
experience in maintaining tax maps; and they will be our first experience in working on a GIS 
platform. We are really excited about this new partnership and the possibilities it will open up 
for all departments! Our current 2013 tax maps have been added to the town website and now, 
for the first time, can be viewed online. 


Municipal Resources, Inc. continues to be our consulting firm for assessing matters. Scott Marsh 
and Jerry Quintal are assigned as our primary assessing agents. Mr. Marsh is in the office on an 
as-needed basis and reviews all abatements, as well as, consults with Jean on properties and 
other issues that need further review. Mr. Quintal assists with viewing and measuring properties. 


It is requested that if any of the assessors come to your property, please support the town’s 
efforts to keep assessments equitable and fair by answering their questions and by allowing them 
to measure and list (describe) your improvements. 


If you have any questions or concerns, please feel free to call, email or come into the office. and 
we will be happy to answer and assist. Please be aware that the Assessing staff is out of the 
office at times to conduct property inspections and information may not be available 
immediately.

To the citizens of the Town of Chester: 


It has been a busy year doing the needed upkeep and with a great deal of forward progress. We 
replaced the last Craftsman lawn mower that was purchased in 2007 and now transferred to the 
Maintenance Department to be used to pull their new leaf vacuum which has worked out very 
well for them. We also replaced the push mower after six years of service. The new mower is a 
commercial grade unit. Additionally, we purchased a pole saw allowing us to cut low, 
obstruction branches from the shade trees. This tool allows us to reduce our costs of hiring a tree 
cutter and accommodates a better view and experience for people visiting their loved ones in our 
Cemeteries. We called in an arborist to assess, clean up, and advise us about our trees at Chester 
Village Cemetery; we are hoping for more years of service from them. In the Spring, we will be 
ordering some Liberty Elm Trees from the Elm Research Institute in Keene, New Hampshire. 
When they arrive, we will be placing them throughout the Cemeteries where they will have the 
best effect. 


A marking fence was installed at the Lane Road Cemetery so the boundaries are now marked, 
and one stone will be placed in the Cemetery this Spring. Also, we will be looking at a 
Cemetery that we were told about on Chester Rod & Gun Club Road. We will need to go to the 
State to find out the name(s) of the people interred there andto find out any other 
information about it. The gravel driveway in the new part of North Chester Cemetery was 
completed as well as re-loaming and seeding of the left side. Sanborn Cemetery gates were 
removed and repainted. The large gate will be completed this year along with some of the gates 
of the Chester Village Cemetery. During this past Summer, the task of cleaning up the 
appearance of the head stones in Sanborn, North Chester and Branch Cemeteries was 
accomplished and roadside brush was trimmed back. The pipe fencing around our second 
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Cemetery on Lane Road was repaired and painted by our Sexton along with his mowing and 
trimming duties at the Chester Village Cemetery. 


Some of the things that you will see us accomplishing this year are: 


1. Replacing the bark mulch along the inside fence and rock walls at the Chester Village 
Cemetery; 

2. Repairing the rock wall along NH Rt. 102 at the Chester Village Cemetery; 

3. Repair and maintenance of head stone(s), complete the head stone and rock wall washing 
project at the Chester Village Cemetery; 

4. Restacking the stone boundary walls starting at Sanborn Cemetery; 

5. Replacing loamand reseeding sunken internment sites, trimming grass around 
maintenance-free ground markers; 

6. We will be planting trees throughout our Cemeteries as soon as the trees are delivered; 

7. Trimming the brush and removing the dead trees along the back and side walls of Branch 
Cemetery so we will be able to access the back entrance; 

8. Continue trimming bush and cleaning up around the outside perimeters of the 11 
Cemeteries under our care; 

9. We will be re-shingling the roof and painting the doors as preventative maintenance on 
the maintenance shed at the Chester Village Cemetery in order to extend its life as well as 
to protect the equipment that is stored in it. 

10. This Fall, we are looking forward to working with Eagle Scout, Ted Young, who will be 
raising funds to build a maintenance shed at the North Chester Cemetery to store tools 
and equipment that is needed there. This Eagle Scout Project will save the Town time 
and money by reducing the costs of transporting equipment each week to do the grounds 
upkeep of our Cemeteries.

Mission Statement 
The mission of the Chester Police Department, in partnership with the community, is to 
promote and to maintain a peaceful, safe and secure environment. The Department 
recognizes its members as its most valuable resource and will strive to maintain the 
quality of public service through committed leadership, supervisory direction, career 
development, and training. 


2013 was again a busy and productive year for the Chester Police Department. Our 
officers worked extremely hard answering calls for service. Over two hundred (200) 
people were arrested for various criminal infractions; such as burglaries, sexual assaults, 
disorderly conduct, criminal threatening, criminal trespass, alcohol/drug violations and 
domestic violence issues. Some of these cases involved hundreds of man hours to 
investigate. Our officers also stopped hundreds of vehicles for a variety of violations 
including Speed, Operating after Suspension, and Impaired Driving. 


Driving while intoxicated and reports of impaired drivers decreased by about 14% in 
2013. Accidents increased by about 10%. The total number of summonses and warnings 
decreased. Part of the reason for this is that the officers are out on the road patrolling and 
being seen. This in itself slows motorists down and they comply with the rules of the 
road. I am extremely happy to say that we did not have any fatalities on the roads of 
Chester this past year. 


The Chester Police Department continues to deal with calls involving mental health 
issues. These calls can be quite dangerous to our officers as well as the parties involved. 
We will continue to train on these important issues and other issues as they come to the 
forefront of our work. 


Theft and fraud calls as well as Gun permits, and pawn activity increased in 2013. The 
driving factor in these calls is the addiction to illegal and prescription drugs. The problem 
is much worse than some think and is sometimes in our own back yards. The price of 
heroin continues to be low and the quality remains high. Many people have lost their 
lives in New Hampshire recently because of the purity of the heroin as well as the other 
drugs heroin is sometimes mixed with. 
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There has been a large increase in gun sales as many people now feel that they have to 
protect themselves and their property. Nearly a week goes by that we do not deal with 
someone carrying a handgun, whether it is legal or illegal. 


In the Police Department, there have been a few changes in personnel this past year. 
Unfortunately in a small department, personnel turnover can be more frequent because of 
the smaller pay scale and some officers wanting to work for larger departments with more 
“action” and calls for service. Hopefully we can continue to look at ways to keep our 
officers happy and content so they will want to be with us for many years. 


We currently have six (6) full-time officers and six (6) part-time officers including 
myself. Filling the open Full-time slot, Officer Richard Ferrero joins us from the State of 
Washington. Ferrero is originally from the East coast and was a full-time officer with the 
Mill Creek Police Department. He has received a full-time certification with the NH 
Police Standards and Training Council and will be on the road by the time you read this 
report. 


Filling an open part-time slot is Officer Randy Kerkman. Kerkman joins us from Pinellas 
Park Florida where he was a full-time Officer and Narcotics Detective. Randy also has 
ties to the East Coast area. Randy received his full-time certification from the Police 
Academy and will be able to work unlimited part-time hours. I would like to welcome 
both Officers to the Chester Police Department. 


The midnight shift officers have been out there fighting crime and slowing traffic down 
and have done an outstanding job. In fact a good majority of the drunk and impaired 
driving arrests occur after midnight. You may be surprised at what goes on after midnight 
after you are home snug in your beds. 


D.A.R.E. has been taught in the Chester schools for over eighteen years and is still going 
strong. Officers Sable and Haggart have returned to Chester Academy for their second 
year as D.A.R.E. Officers. The teachers and kids love Will and Scott! 


I continue to hold the position of Chairman of the Highway Safety Committee which 
meets four times a year. All are welcome and I encourage any residents to stop by and sit 
in on the meetings. We appreciate your input. The Chester Joint Loss Management 
Committee and Chester Academy Safety Committee also meet several times a year. It is 
important to have these committees so we can continue to keep our employees and 
residents safe. 


I trained several hours in 2013 in order to maintain my certification. In addition to 
firearms and deadly force training (yes I can still hit the target!) I have also taken several 
online courses and webinars to keep up with the laws and administrative duties of a 
Police Chief. I try to learn something new every day. 


Lt. Berube continues to further his education focusing on command and executive 
training. Aaron has been involved in every major case that has come to the department 
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and is excellent with his investigation skills as well as his interview and interrogation 
techniques. Because of this the Chester Police Department has a near perfect prosecution 
rate for major crimes. 


Officer Loveless is a Field Training Officer as well as our Firearms Instructor and does 
an outstanding job. Tim is training our new officers and preparing them for “the streets” 
as we speak. It is not an easy job! 


Having the ability to keep much of our training cost-free and in-house allows us to save 
the town money by limiting overtime, etc., for our Officers. Proper training is very 
important in order to keep up with the ever-changing laws that are enacted in New 
Hampshire, as well as across the country. Some of the courses taken by our Officers are 
Firearms Instructor, Shotgun Instructor, Defensive Tactics Instructor, Taser Instructor, 
O.C. Instructor, Simunitions, CPR, First Aid, Dealing with Mental Illness, and Legal 
Updates. There are also many on-line courses and webinars offered through the NH 
Police Standards and Training. I am extremely proud of all of our officers and the 
sacrifices they make to the town of Chester and the Police Department. 


The Chester Police Department has been very fortunate to have received several grants 
from the NH Highway Safety Commission. The grants are used to enforce speed in 
specific areas and to take drunk and drugged drivers off the roads. We have been 
extremely successful with these grants and we plan to apply for them for many years to 
come. I am excited to say that we have also been awarded a grant for $3,750 from the 
Department of Justice to assist in purchasing bullet resistant vests. This is a 50/50 grant 
which is matched by the town and will allow us to replace vests after a five year 
recommended replacement period. 


I would like to thank the residents of this great Town for your continued support as we 
continue to make the Chester Police Department one of the best departments in 
Rockingham County. I would like to thank all of my Officers and Administrative 
Assistant for the great job they do. Their pride, teamwork, and dedication are what make 
this Department such a special place. A big thank you to the various department heads, 
the Board of Selectmen, and the Budget Committee for their ongoing support and to the 
wonderful people in the town offices who are always willing to help on a moment’s 
notice. Additionally, I wish to extend my appreciation to Fire Chief Rich Antoine and 
Road Agent Mike Oleson. They are truly dedicated to the Town and it shows through the 
countless hours they spend each day and night keeping the residents of this Town safe. 
It is nice to know that either of them are just a phone call away. 


I am proud to serve the Town of Chester as its Police Chief. Please do not hesitate to call 
me, e-mail me, or stop by and see me with any concerns, problems, or ideas that you may 
have.

Your Chester Fire Department is staffed by two full-time certified Fire Officers. They provide 


station coverage in staggered shifts between the hours of 7:30 AM and 6:00 PM from Monday 
through Friday. Thirty-two dedicated department members proudly serve the community as 
certified firefighters and EMTs on a paid-per-call basis 24/7. 


As a reminder to all residents, please maintain your smoke detectors. Keep in mind that not 
only do the batteries need to be changed twice a year, but the detectors themselves should be 
replaced every 10 years. All homes should have carbon monoxide (CO) detectors. The 
number of CO alarm incidences to which the department responded went up significantly this 
year, mostly due to CO alarm activation. CO is a silent killer. It will make you nauseous and 
sleepy. You cannot smell it, which is why a detector is so important. We recommend that you 
position CO alarms in the garage and on every floor. Additionally, it is recommended to have 
furnace cleanings done yearly. 


Regarding burning, the State of New Hampshire requires homeowners to have a burn permit for 
all outside fires. This includes fires in pits, chiminias and outdoor fireplaces. Burn permits are 
provided at no charge and must be obtained on the day you plan to burn. Visit the Fire Station 
for this permit. The State determines daily whether burning is allowed or not. Seasonal permits 
are available for camp fires. When there is more than an inch of snow (50’ diameter around a 
fire), the homeowner can burn during the day without a paper permit, but you must notify the 
Fire Department. Call us on our business line. For full details of the ordinances for burning, 
please call the Fire Station or see the Town of Chester website: www.chesternh.org. 














For modifications and installations of gas and oil heating systems, chimneys, woodstoves, pellet 
stoves and sprinkler systems, please pull a permit prior to starting the work. Permits can be 
obtained at the Fire Department. There is a $50/day penalty for work done without a permit. 
These permits will prompt the inspection that is required in order for the appliances to be put in 
service. In 2013, the Department conducted inspections as follows: 72 gas burning equipment, 
15 oil burning equipment, 19 woodstove, 31 sprinkler, 3 blasting and 3 assembly permit 
inspections. Life safety and day care inspections are provided by appointment at no charge. 


As a Heart Safe Community, we have placed AED’s in multiple locations throughout the 
Town. All are registered with E911, so when you call 911, the dispatcher can tell you where the 
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nearest AED is to your emergency. Additionally, the Chester Fire Department offers CPR 
classes regularly and upon request. Please call the fire house for information. 


In August 2011, Engine 1, the Quint, was put into service. Engine | is an asset to the Station, 
used to go on 78 of the calls in 2013. The Department is grateful to have such a useful 
apparatus. 


We are proud of the commitment that our members have made to emergency response and 
training. We currently have 32 members of which 19 are fire certified and 21 are medically 
certified. Those medically trained are licensed as follows: 6 are Paramedics, 4 are Advanced 
EMTs and 11 are Basic EMTs. We credit dedicated people, regular training, access to quality 
programs and proper funding for our ability to produce a well-rounded group of professionals. 


In house training hours alone were 992 hours or nearly a thousand! Training topics ranged from 
chimney fire operations to patient extrication and even ropes rescue. 


To inquire about becoming part of the Chester Fire Department, stop by the Station. All 
candidates must be a resident of Chester or live within a one-mile radius of the Town line. 


The Department wants to recognize the following members for their exceptional performance in 
2013: EMT of the year award went to Tommy Ciccarello and Team player award to 
Eric Emerson. Andrew Wallis and Benjamin Clark were promoted to Lieutenant and 
Kevin Wunderly advanced to Captain. Congratulations for your achievements and good work! 


The Explorer Post is active in Chester. Explorers are a group of 14-18 year olds who have an 
interest in the Fire Service. Every Monday evening, Firefighter/EMT Ben Clark is leading this 
group teaching firefighting and EMS skills. Once trained, the Explorers will get on-scene 
experience, within their scope of practice, assisting with equipment and rehabilitation of first 
responders. If you know of any interested youths, contact the Station and join in on a meeting. 


Our appreciation is extended to those professionals that team with the Fire Department to help 
serve our community. Thank you to Chief Burke and the Police Officers at the Chester Police 
Department and the Road Agent, Mike Oleson along with the Highway Department personnel 
for all you do for our community. 


In closing, allow me to express my gratitude to the Chester Fire Department staff, including the 
Fire Officers, Department members and their families for their dedication while serving the 
community. These members are your neighbors, friends and family members who work hard to 
keep our town safe, even at their own risk. Thank you, it is a privilege serving as your Chief.

I would like to recognize the homeowners, builders, contractors, and professional tradesmen who 
I interact with on a daily basis for making my role both effective and rewarding, and I would like 
to acknowledge each department member, employee, and board member for their continued 
support and assistance throughout the year. I am thankful for the opportunity to serve the 
community. 


I believe that the Health Ordinance enacted in late 2012 pertaining to new well construction has 
been effective in ensuring that new owners/buyers are made aware of the results of all newly- 
installed, private wells. This Health Ordinance affects all “new” construction and requires 
water/well testing for all new residential dwellings with private wells. The Health Ordinance 
defines the parameters for testing of certain contaminants as recommended by the New 
Hampshire, Department of Environmental Services (NH DES) standard analysis. When levels 
exceed State or Federal health standards, the new owners/buyers must sign a document attesting 
to having been made aware of the testing results. Existing private wells should be tested on a 
regular basis. 


After having been idle for more than 20 years, the Villages of Chester project (on Candia Road) 
has gathered new roots and is now an active building project. Construction in this project started 
in November 2013. Currently, the project is approved for 25 duplex structures, totaling 50 new 
dwelling units. 


The Jenkins’ Farm Road subdivision project now has 21 of the 62 approved single family 
dwellings occupied. 


During 2013, I completed the ISO “Building Code Effectiveness Grading” evaluation. This 
involved an in-depth analysis of the Building Department’s permit processing and enforcements 
of codes, evaluating the administration of the building codes, plan reviews, and field inspection 
performance. The completed ISO “Building Code Effectiveness Grading” evaluation resulted in 
an ISO Grading Classification Rating “4” for 1-2 family residential properties and an ISO Rating 
of “5” for all other (commercial and industrial) properties. This rating is on a 1-10 scale with 1 
being the best, and I believe that a 4/5 rating represents an excellent performance level for 
Chester. ISO is the insurer-supported advisory organization providing insurance underwriting 
and rating information to the insurer. 





During calendar year 2013, over 100 building permits were issued. These permits included the 
addition of 21 new, single-family homes and 3 new duplex structures. Similarly, last year trade 
permitting activity generated an additional 230+ associated trade permits. I have provided a 
summary table within this report for viewing of actual permit activities by category. The 
Department received nearly $70,000 in permit fees during calendar year 2013.

Building permit fees on new construction are assessed based on the “calculated construction 
cost” which is a multiplier of the total square footage of new buildings or additions by the value 
given to that category of construction (commercial or residential) as recognized on a modified 
version of the “construction valuation tables” as published by the International Code Council 
(ICC). The permit fee is then calculated at a fixed rate fee per $1000 of “calculated construction 
cost.” The end result of that calculation equals the new construction building permit fee. 


Alterations, remodeling and modifications resulting in a change of use are calculated simply as 
10 cents a square foot of the affected area plus an additional minimum fee of $100.00. All other 
building and trade permits are assessed at a straight $65.00 fixed rate schedule. 


The Building Inspection Department issues a Certificate of Occupancy in accordance with the 
New Hampshire State Building Code and local Chester Zoning Ordinances for each permitted 
activity. All buildings/structures shall not be used or occupied in whole or in part until a 
Certificate of Occupancy is issued. Final inspections, which effectively close out the permit 
activity, are required prior to use. Please make an effort to close permits after the final work has 
been completed.

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Annual Report 
Emergency Management Department 


Another year has passed us by, and this report is to bring you up-to-date on what has been 
happening with the Emergency Management Department. 


Fortunately, this year’s winter, although one of the coldest and snowiest ones I have seen in 
years, survived the season without any major incidents. During major weather situations, I am in 
contact with the State’s Emergency Operation Center which keeps me informed on the current 
situation and what is available to us if we should need it. I participate in daily conference calls 
with the State Director usually two to three days before a major weather event. 


This year, we made a change to our Town’s emergency shelter facilities. In the past, we utilized 
the School cafeteria and gymnasium as our shelter on the few occasions that we needed it. Now, 
the Multi-Purpose Room has been designated as our official emergency shelter alleviating the 
need to borrow space from the School. In order to make this change, a great deal of 
improvements was completed on the shower facilities bringing them up to standards. Next, | 
will be looking to purchase some of the items necessary to make the shelter run smoothly and to 
be comfortable for anyone that will need to use it during an emergency event. 


The plan is to replace the existing walk-in freezer that is no longer operational and with 
unjustifiable repair costs of $2,000.00. The price of a new, stand-up freezer is estimated to be 
between $700.00 and $1,200.00, and it will store approximately five days of frozen foods and 
hopefully, last us a long time. 


Additionally, I would like to increase the number of sleeping cots to 40 by purchasing 20 in the 
next two years. Because the School’s gymnasium served as a separate sleeping area at the 
Chester Academy, moving to the Multi-purpose Room now presents us with the issue of 
combined uses in one area. Purchasing privacy curtains are a possible solution to separate the 
Multi-purpose Room area into two; namely, a sleeping area and a general sitting area. 


While these changes are minor, it is hoped that they will transform the Multi-purpose Room into 
a comfortable shelter for people who might need it during an emergency event. 


Lastly, I look forward to continuing my service to you as your Emergency Management Director. 
If anyone ever has any questions, I will be happy to talk and answer them for you.

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Annual Report 
Highway Safety Committee 


The Chester Highway Safety Committee was established under the provision of New Hampshire 
Revised Statutes Annotated (RSA) 238:6 I., 1981. The missions of the Committee are as follows: 


I. To meet monthly or sooner if required, to hear comments or complaints of 
Chester residents or others concerning highway conditions in Chester. 

2. To attend “Emergency School bus Evacuations” to take notes on how the 
evacuations are conducted and if necessary; present recommendations on 
corrective action to the Principal of Chester Academy. 

3. To make periodic visits to the state highways and town roads in Chester for the 
purpose of determining the adequacy of maintenance, the existence of hazards, 
appropriateness of lighting, speed control signs and devices, speed limits and on- 
highway parking. 

4. To review reports of motor vehicle collisions in Chester and determine if the 
cause is highway-safety related. 

5. To consider items referred to the Committee by the Selectmen, Planning Board 
or other Town activity for consideration and provide a suitable response. 

6. To authorize the application for Federal and State Highway Safety Grants. 


The Committee continues to strive to achieve the goals set forth in our Mission Statement and to 
meet the requirements set forth in NH RSA 238.6. 


In order for Chester to qualify for funding from the NH Highway Safety Agency, the Town must 
have a Highway Safety Committee that meets on a regular basis. It is important for the 
Committee to have a variety of viewpoints on road issues from throughout the Town so that 
residents from different sections of Town are encouraged to attend the Committee meetings. 


Projects that receive funding from the NH Highway Safety Agency must relate directly to 
problems or potential problems that have been identified through the analysis of available traffic 
record data. The following grants that were applied for and received in 2013 are as follows: one 
(1) for DWI Hunter and one (1) for selective enforcement, seatbelt and child restraints. These 
grants allow us to assign officers to specifically protect our citizens by being on the alert for 
impaired drivers and at-risk driving conditions for children, for example; and these officers are 
being paid with grant funds. The Chester Police Department was very successful with these 
enforcement efforts during the grant time period. The Department has already applied for and 
will be receiving grants for 2014 as well. 


Officers working the speed detail focused on the Chester Academy area during the morning 
commute and other high-traffic areas during the evening hours. During the evening commute, 
this resulted in several stops for excessive speed as well as other motor vehicle infractions. 
Officers working the DWI details were able to stop several vehicles resulting in 56 alcohol-and- 
drug-related contacts culminating in several arrests, citations, and warnings. The roads are much 
safer now after utilizing these grants. 


The Chester Fire Department will continue to explore grant opportunities as they become 
available. 
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Our officers are out there to prevent crashes 
like these two pictures demonstrate. Also, 
they urge us to please remember:

Highway safety issues discussed and/or participated in this past year are as follows: 


1. Members of the Committee monitor the school bus evacuation drills held at Chester 
Academy. A report of this Committee’s observations is sent to the school and bus 
company following the drills. 

2. The review and discussion of motor vehicle crash reports that have occurred on state and 

local roads over the past year. 

Monitoring of parades for the Town Fair and Veterans Day Celebration. 

Monitor traffic safety issues that are connected with Halloween. 

5. Continue to work with the Board of Selectmen with recommendations for improvements 
to the intersection of NH Routes 102 and 121 following the Road Safety Audit of this 
intersection. 

6. Evaluate trees along Town roads for safety-related issues. 

7. Meet with the Road Agent to discuss road issues such as “No Thru Trucking” and Spring 
weight limits.

I do not have to tell you, it was a tough winter. Over 102 inches of snow fell with brutually 
cold temperatures. 


Special thanks to the plow crew for a job well done and a great group to work with. 


I cannot say no money for roads this year — thank you for the $200,000. I did what I said I 
would do and placed a wear course of asphalt on Shepard Home Road at a cost of 
approximately $190,000. We used the balance towards Birch Road combined with highway 
funds and funds from the Town budget encumbered by the Selectmen. I thank them for those 
additional funds. 


Birch Road: After several test pits were done to determine if soils were suitable for 
reclamation, we removed 70+ trees and stumps, corrected drainage problems, replaced some 
culverts, and with the help of the Fire Department, cleaned out the rest of the culverts. We 
reclaimed the surface and an asphalt binder was applied. The wearing course will be 
completed in June in 2014. 


Maintaining roads and equipment has become a major problem. East Derry Road is no 
longer alone in the worst road category. We now have Harantis Lake, North Pond and Old 
Sandown. These roads alone have used over $10,000 of cold patch this year. 


Our GMC Truck is now approaching ten years of age. It has served us well but is getting 
tired. Salt, sand and plowing are hard on vehicles. Just to pass inspection this year, it cost 
($600) six hundred dollars for the GMC alone. The Selectmen have supported the purchase 
of a new vehicle under the State bid program, under a five-year lease, with an escape clause 
and the necessary equipment. 


I hope you will support some of our Articles, namely, the ones for a new truck and road 
work.

As always, we would like to dedicate this report to the residents of Chester committed to 
protecting our environment and reducing property taxes by recycling. 


2013 Recycling Center & Solid Waste Transfer Station Summary 











In 2013, the facility’s waste stream totaled 851 tons, of which 304.4 tons were recycled. Of 
these 304.4 tons, 240.7 tons were kitchen* (household) recyclables (see list). This year, the 
average net profit for recycling these kitchen recyclables was $12.47 per ton, versus a net cost of 
$112.67 per ton for the disposal via the solid waste compactor. As a result, the 2013 recycling 
program resulted in a net savings of at least $30,122. This is a significant amount of savings 
considering the total disposal cost of the 547 tons of compacted solid waste was $61,591. 


Overall, 35.8% percent of the Transfer Station’s waste stream was recycled. Unfortunately, 
this percentage is the lowest rate of recycling we have seen in over a decade, and it falls well 
short of the 40% minimum standard recommended by the EPA. 


From observing the general waste disposed of in the trash compactor, there are two obvious areas 
for improvement. The first is more diligent sorting out of mixed paper and cardboard for 
recycling. The second is encouraging home (backyard) composting of specific kitchen and other 
organic wastes. Diligent attention to these items could reduce the waste stream by another 10% 
to 20%.

The Committee seeks new ways to reduce operating expenses and to improve recycling. 





We reiterate our plea to residents to please be more diligent about crushing your plastics and 
cans. Please do this prior to arriving at the Transfer Station (as well as the sorting). It only takes 
a minute or two each day to do this as you amass your recyclables. Most of our loads are hauled 
out on a volume basis, and it costs a great deal of money to haul a load that is mostly air! Doing 
this will save many thousands of dollars in annual operating expenses. 


Also, we ask that more folks try backyard composting of some of their food waste. It is amazing 
how much this can reduce the volume of waste going to the landfill. There are many resources 
available online for advice and ideas on how to do this. 


Lloyd & Bonnie and the rest of the Transfer Station Staff would like to say a special thank you to 
the residents who supported the acquisition of the Bobcat-style loader. As you can imagine, it 
has been a huge help, especially with snow removal this past winter! It also has been very 
helpful with moving heavy appliances, managing the burn pile and cleaning up the ashes, and 
turning the compost pile, etc. 
Some Interesting Factoids 
e¢ The aluminum cans we recycled conserved enough energy to run a TV for 72+ years! 


¢ The steel cans we recycled conserved enough energy to run a 100 watt light bulb for 25+ 
years! 





e The scrap metal we recycled conserved 26.3 tons of coal! 
e The paper we recycled conserved about 2,660 40-foot high trees! 


Chester’s population is about 5,000 people. Multiply each of the above numbers by 265 to see 
how much the State of New Hampshire could conserve annually if all towns recycled at 
Chester’s rates.

We 
encourage those of you who are not using the Transfer Station to come and visit the facility and 
try it out. The facility is open on Wednesday evenings from 6:00 to 8:00 pm, and on Saturdays 
from 7:00 am to 2:00 pm.

Chester Historical Society 


The Chester Historical Society is a non-profit membership organization dedicated to promote the 
study of the history of Chester, the preservation of history through the collection and protection 
of historical matter, and to support the continuing education of the Town’s ever-evolving 
heritage. 


Thank you to Web Anderson who stepped down as Society President last year. The society 
voted to extend a lifetime membership to Web for his dedicated service. A lifetime membership 
was also presented to Linda Witherill for her many generous contributions to the Society. 


The Society is working on a better way to display the history of Chester in the museum. Needed 
are early artifacts to show early farming, shoemaking and possibly photos of the old mills. If 
you would like to donate something, please contact the Society. Remember, we are looking for 
small items to fit into our display case. 


One large project we are currently working on is the restoration of the Civil War cannons. 
Research has revealed that in 1904 it was decided that monument square needed a cannon. Col. 
George A. Hosley was able to secure a pair from military surplus. Two unmounted cannons 
were shipped to Wilcomb’s Store and later stored in the Electric Trolley Car Barn. In 1907, 
Hosley and Cyrus I. Marston secured caissons for the cannons from the Charlestown Navy Yard. 
As part of the restoration, the barrels were sandblasted; and under many coats of paint, we found 
the cannons were built at the U.S. Navy Yard in Washington, D.C. in 1886. Also, they were 
marked “3 inch Rifle 500 Lbs.” One was marked “No 28” the other “No 29,” thus proving they 
are truly a matched pair having been built one right after the other at the Navy Yard. The first 
time the cannon's were on public display was on Memorial Day in 1907. This year, the cannons 
will be rededicated on Memorial Day, May 26, 2014. In honor of the cannon’s return to Chester, 
the Chester Historical Society will be hosting a free NH Humanities Council program entitled 
"Cannon Shenanigans and New Hampshire Muster Day Traditions,’ May 25th at 3:00 pm at 
Stevens Memorial Hall. Save the date and join us for an afternoon of fun! 


The “Scarecrows” of Chester have been such a success it has allowed us to start a new tradition 
of giving back to the community. Last year, we were able to make a donation to The American 
Independence Museum in Exeter when they found themselves in need of financial help. And this 
year (I am happy to report), we were able to contribute to the Wilcomb Townsend Home Trust. 


The Society will once again sponsor a warrant article to set aside $5,000 in the Capital Reserve 
Fund for the purpose of funding the 300" anniversary of Chester in 2022. 


Jean Methot and Gary Van Geyte have been working on the Route 121 Stage Coach By-way 
project and are on this committee. 
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During the year, we hosted several events in Steven’s Hall. Last April, we presented Fred 
Marple, the unofficial spokesman for the mythical town of “Frost Heaves.” He will be making a 
return engagement in April 2014. We hosted a New Hampshire Humanities Council program 
entitled “Covered Bridges of New Hampshire.” And finally, we co-hosted a program with the 
Chester Library on the history of the Underground Railroad. 


In October, a group from the Society went on a field trip to the American Independence Museum 
in Exeter. They gave us a wonderful tour. We stopped for lunch before returning to Chester and 
had a very enjoyable day. 


The Society shared the cost with the library of transferring old Town records from a microfiche 
format toa CD. This project involved hundreds of pages. 


At our November meeting, officers elected for 2014 were: Don Brown, President; Jean Methot, 
Vice President; Gary Van Geyte, Treasurer; Judy Pepper, Secretary; Web Anderson, Historian; 
and Jackie Brown, scrapbook and advertising. 


The Society meets bi-monthly at Steven’s Memorial Hall in January, March, May, July, 
September, and November. The Society’s office and museum is located in Steven’s Memorial 
Hall and is open on the 2" Saturday each month from 10:00 AM to 12:00 Noon. 


We have been steadily growing in membership over the last few years. This has allowed us to 
become more involved in our community. New members are always welcome. We have 
improved and updated our website.

We had another busy year at the Library. Our combined checkouts of library and digital 
materials increased 6.5% from 23,813 to 25,362. Attendance at our youth programs 
increased from 1,409 to 2,506, a 78% increase. Library visits increased 21% from 9,398 
to 11,369. We are getting busier each year. 


Emily Bradley and Maryan Sullivan have left their positions at the Library. We thank 
them for their service. Emily deserves credit for making the Library’s Tuesday Story 
Times a huge hit with preschoolers. Emily also organized our Polar Express Story Time 
held December 19, 2013, which drew almost 100 attendees. We will miss her great 
personality and her creativity, but wish her the best of luck with her academic career. 


We appreciate that voters approved the hiring of an Assistant Director/Head of Youth 
Services. The Library hired Diane Arrato Gavrish as the Assistant Director. Since taking 
the job in August, she has worked wonders at Chester Public Library. She has held many 
fun activities for primary-aged children; such as, Silly Science and the Magic Tree House 
Club. Chester’s children enjoy having Diane at the Library. 


If you use the Library, you will know that you receive more in services than you pay for 
in taxes. Each resident paid $31.40 in taxes towards the Fiscal Year 2013 Library budget 
($127,610 for library operations and wages, plus $22,100, divided by 4,768, the Town’s 
population). Many new hardcover books cost about $28.00. New video releases are 
$25.00. If a resident borrows two books or two videos during this fiscal year, he or she 
will recoup the tax money spent on library services plus change. Use the Library Use 
Calculator at http://nhlibrarians.org/calculator/ to determine your savings. Not a Library 
user? Come by to see what you are missing.

Library cardholders enjoy 
a significant discount for Museum of Science admission thanks to the Friends’ annual 
purchase of this museum pass. Also, they have provided us with money to purchase 
youth audio books, youth videos, and Summer Reading prizes. The Friends are always 
looking for volunteers to assist them with fundraisers such as Breakfast with Santa. 
Please help the Library by joining the Friends. 


Please remember that if the Library does not have the item you need, we can request it 
from another library. We may also consider purchasing the item for our collection. 


As technology has advanced over the past twenty years, the Library has lagged in 
keeping up with technological advances. In 2013, the Library began prep work to 
upgrade our automation system and technology. Many volunteers have helped the 
Library shelf-read and barcode items during last year. We thank them for their help. The 
Library will be switching to Koha, our new system on March 3, 2014. Koha will allow 
cardholders to reserve and renew Library books online, check their Library account 
online, and receive electronic notifications regarding items that are approaching their due 
date. We are issuing new Library cards to patrons and will require you to bring the card 
with you to the Library. Bringing your card will allow staff to quickly check out items. 
We will be providing new cards that can be attached to your key chain. You may also 
use an app that allows you to show a copy of your Library card using your smartphone. 


Our new system will allow cardholders to access all of our online resources, such as the 
New Hampshire Downloadable Books site, using your Library card number. You will no 
longer need to use various usernames and passwords to access these resources. We 
currently have some great resources that you may access anywhere with your electronic 
device. The numerous EBSCOHost services we provide, courtesy of the New Hampshire 
State Library, contain full-text magazine/newspaper articles, online encyclopedias, 
business resources, and other worthy products. HeritageQuest, a huge genealogy 
database, is a great resource for anyone researching their family’s history. Additionally, 
we have Mango Languages, an online foreign language tutorial. Ebooks and e-audio 
books are available to borrow via our subscription to New Hampshire Downloadable 
Books. Finally, in the future, we look forward to offering online services that provide 
streaming video and music.

Public Access Community Television Committee (PACT) 


The Public Access Community Television Committee (PACT) exists to ensure that the Franchise 
Agreement between the Town of Chester and Comcast remains in effect so as to provide the 
public, educational, and government access television channels in the Town of Chester. 
Presently, the Franchise Agreement has been renegotiated to run from April 1, 2014 through 
March 30, 2024, and funds received are deposited into a Special Revenue Fund established as the 
“PACT” Fund (Warrant Article 29, May 14, 2003), separate from the General Fund. These 
funds are used to continue the operation of the public community television channels currently 
aired by Chester Academy and the Town. 


As part of the negotiations with Comcast, Chester seniors (anyone over 65 years of age) are 
eligible to receive a monthly discount of $2.00 for Standard Cable Service. Please spread the 
word to those who may wish to take advantage of this offer. 


In the years to come, the PACT Committee will be looking to air videos on the Internet like so 
many other community-access TV stations. This year, the plan is to do a complete upgrade to 
the studio by acquiring new cameras, computers, and playback decks. Already, work has begun 
to clean up transmissions from the School and to bring on the second meeting room in the 
Rangeway Access Center at the Town Municipal Complex so as to record all board meetings and 
be able to play them back at a later date. 


At the School, we would like to work towards creating a plan for students to learn and to produce 
their own TV shows. If any of you are interested in pursuing this idea and assisting, please let us 
know. 


The amount allocated for Fiscal Year 2014/2015 for PACT use from franchise fees is $45,000. 
These funds will buy the new Digital cameras and computers needed to record and programs. 


Public Access Community Television in Chester always welcomes new volunteers, and we really 
need your help in keeping the community calendars on channels 20 and 21 up-to-date weekly. It 
takes about an hour of time to do so. Also, we need volunteers to help during live cablecasts 
such as the Annual School District and Town Meetings. 


Finally, we would like to thank Lenny Stein for his service on the PACT Committee and as a 
volunteer technician for over twenty years. His expertise, skills, and community-minded spirit 
will be greatly missed.

Eighty-two years later (1996), she donated her 
entire 400-acre farm to the Town of Chester with the 
condition that it remains a working farm and open-space for 
the Town residents to enjoy. Miss Church was a teacher in 
Chester, never married, and felt a great bond with all the 
residents of Chester often referring to them as her family. 
After living through Chester’s building-boom years, Miss 
Church wanted to minimize the loss of farmland and open- 
space and reduce the burden on the taxpayers from the 
additional educational and infrastructure costs. By protecting 
her beloved Spring Hill Farm from future subdivision by 
bequeathing it to the Town, she accomplished both of these 
goals. Her actions have resulted in savings to the taxpayers 
of over $250,000 each year. However, the Spring Hill Farm 
Trust continues to battle against those that cannot see the true 
benefit of the Farm and Miss Church’s desire to give something back to those she felt was family. 





Prior to her death in December of 2001, Miss Church set up a Board of Trustees to oversee the 
Farm’s activities and a Trust Fund to help defray its daily operational cost. The Farm is usually 
self-sustaining with income coming from rental payments, land leases, profit sharing, and the sale of 
farm-produced products. Tenants of the Farm maintain the property as a working farm, make 
improvements, complete equipment maintenance, and make minor building/fence repairs. The 
tenants also care for the Trust’s remaining farm animals living on the property, currently one cow 
named Norma. The buildings and property belong to the Town, not the Trust; and it was agreed 
upon in 1996, that the Town would be responsible for building maintenance and the Trust 
responsible for its operational cost. 


New Tenants — Due to personal reasons, our past tenants had to move off the Farm late last year. 
The remarkable thing about our new tenants (Mr. and Mrs. Jay Sweet) is that they are related to 
Miss Church. In fact, Jay refers to Miss Church as Aunt Muriel. Only through a series of fate and 
circumstances did this opportunity arise. Miss Church was Jay’s father's mother's cousin and Jay is 
identified by reference in Miss Church’s Trust Document; namely, it was her wish and desire for 
her two cousins, or their children or grandchildren, be offered the opportunity to live at Spring Hill 
Farm. 


Jay is Miss Church’s cousin’s (Jane Sweet) grandson. Throughout Jay’s childhood, his family 
would visit Miss Church several times a year; and Jay spent the summers of his early teen years 
working at Spring Hill Farm. Jay’s mother, Sharon Sweet, and Miss Church were extremely close 
friends. Sadly, Jay’s mother succumbed to cancer in 1987 at the age of 39. Jay then moved to 
Kansas shortly after his mother’s death to pursue his engineering degree, met his wife Angela, and 
upon graduation he and Angela moved to Massachusetts. It was not long afterwards that Miss 
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Church passed away. Jay spoke at Miss Church’s funeral in December 2001. They moved back to 
Kansas sometime thereafter. 


Jay and his family were residing on a small farm in Kansas when Jay relocated to New Hampshire 
for a new job position in Concord. He noticed an ad in a farmer’s publication that the Farm was 
looking for a new tenant. Jay grew up on a small dairy farm in Connecticut and graduated from the 
University of Connecticut with a degree in Animal Science further continuing his education at 
Kansas State University where he received a BS in Architectural Engineering and now works as a 
Professional Structural Engineer. His wife Angela grew up on a small ranch in Kansas. Angela 
has a degree in Psychology and currently works as a substitute teacher and a math, reading and art 
aide in their local school system. They have two daughters, Amelia (12) and Sophia (9) who both 
enjoy farm life and caring for the farm animals. When talking with Jay, you can tell he has a part of 
Miss Church’s spirit in him. Please welcome Jay and his family into our community. 


Derry Trail Riders - The Derry Trail Riders Association continue to utilize the many trails on the 
property as part of their trail-riding events. Spring Hill Farm is a favorite location for many of their 
members, and we look forward to them coming back each year. 


Community Supported Agriculture (CSA) - The New Hampshire CSA, LLC (NHCSA) is a 
Certified Organic fruit and vegetable CSA. It is located on the one-acre parcel across from the farm 
house and is continuing into its sixth year under new ownership. In addition to its annual lease, 
NHCSA donates 5% of its CSA share sales to Spring Hill Farm Trust in a mutually beneficial 
arrangement.

History 

In January of 2003, the Town of Chester purchased 105 acres of land surrounding Wason Pond for 
the sum of 1.55 million dollars. The land was purchased with conservation funds, which had been 
set aside for use by the Conservation Commission to purchase properties and conservation 
easements. The Conservation Commission voted to approve the expenditure in order to acquire the 
property for mixed conservation and recreational uses. 


A seven-person advisory committee oversaw the writing of the conservation easement, which has 
been placed on the property to protect it from future development or from activities or uses that 
would be out of keeping with accepted conservation practices. A Master Plan for the property was 
developed outlining goals for the property including the development of ball fields, the reclamation 
and restoration of the shorelines, wetlands, and other environmentally sensitive areas. The 
committee was disbanded and replaced by the Wason Pond Conservation and Recreation 
Commission.

Green Myths 
Myth: Leaving your thermostat at a constant temperature 24 hours a day uses less energy than setting your 


thermostat back and then having to continually heat up/cool down the air temperature. 


Fact: The longer your house stays at a reduced temperature when heating, or at an increased temperature when 
cooling, the more energy and money you will save. This is because your heating or cooling costs depend mostly on 
the temperature difference between the indoor and outdoor environments. When you adjust your thermostat down in 
the winter, or up in the summer, you reduce this natural temperature difference. If you set your thermostat back 10 
to 15 degrees for 8 hours while you are asleep or at work, your energy savings range from 5% to 15% of your 
monthly energy bill. 


Conservation saves in more ways than one can imagine! 


The Chester Conservation Commission is currently a six-member, all-volunteer board appointed 
by the Selectmen under the provisions of NH RSA 36-A: 2, which allows municipalities in New 
Hampshire to establish commissions “for the proper utilization and protection of the natural 
resources and for the protection of watershed resources.” This work includes preparing maps 
and plans, "keeping an index of open space and natural, aesthetic, or ecological areas" within the 
town in order to obtain information “pertinent to proper utilization of all such areas." The 
Commission acts as an advisory board to other Town and State boards and agencies involved in 
land use planning, wetland impacts, and protection of natural resources in Chester. 


The Chester Conservation Commission meets on the second Tuesday of each 
month. These meetings are used to review subdivision applications, wetlands 
permit applications, and other matters presented to the Commission for comment. 
Our meetings are televised and open to the public. Your input is encouraged. 


The Conservation Commission officers are as follows: Charles Myette, Chairman; Patrick 
Connelly, Treasurer; Baron Richardson; Phil Cassista; Jeff Geary; and new member this year, 
Debra Munson. Currently, the Commission is in need of one (1) new member. Please contact 
one of the existing members if you are interested in joining and in helping conserve Chester’s 
natural resources. 


The past year (2013-2014), the Conservation Commission has been working on several land 
preservation and protection projects and working with the Planning Commission and the ZBA 
reviewing several land development projects. 


Land Conservation - The Conservation Commission provides stewardship on over 32 
conservation easements. Chester has over 2,000 acres of protected farmland, forests and 
wetlands. The monitoring of these properties is funded by the Conservation and Forest accounts. 
Currently, new Conservation Easements are being drafted for the “Back 40” Farm (40 acres) and 
two other smaller “Conservation Subdivisions” in coordination with the Planning Board. 
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Wason Pond — The Conservation Commission is an active member of the Wason Pond 
Conservation and Recreation Commission. Two members of the Commission (Chuck Myette 
and Patrick Connelly) sit on the advisory board. The 105-acre Wason Pond Conservation and 
Recreation Area (“WPRCA”) was purchased with $1.55 million from the Town’s Conservation 
Fund and is governed by an easement that restricts use to recreation and conservation purposes. 
The Commission and its members have been very involved in the oversight of the ball fields and 
entrance road realignment project which were completed this year. 


Spring Hill Farm — The Commission is also an active member of the Spring Hill Farm Trust 
and in accordance with Miss Church’s wishes in her bequest. (Ms. Church was a former Chester 
school teacher who donated a working farm with a house, barn, outbuildings and over 400 acres 
of farm land to the Town before her passing.) Two members of the Conservation Commission 
(Chuck Myette and Jeff Geary Chairman) are members of the Trust that manages the operation 
of the farm land and acts as stewards of the Trust and Conservation Easement. 


Exeter/Squamscot Rivers Local Advisory Committee (ESRLAC) — This year, Chester hosted 
the January meeting of ESRLAC at the Town Hall to discuss protection of the Exeter River. The 
Exeter River begins as a small stream in the protected Herrick Woods Conservation Area of 
Chester and gains strength from several tributaries before it tumbles over the dam in downtown 
Exeter and changes its identity to the tidal Squamscot River. The Conservation Commission is a 
long-time member of ESRLAC representing the interests of Chester. More than 18% of the 
Exeter River Watershed lies within the Chester Town limits and because of the smaller size of 
the river near the head waters this stretch of the river is more sensitive to change in water quality 
as a result of urbanization. Over the past 16 years, the impervious surface in Chester has 
doubled increasing runoff as evidenced by recent localized flooding and slight changes in water 
quality. ESRLAC is working with several of the Towns to evaluate problem areas and to help 
fund reconstruction projects as well as evaluating nutrient, non-point sources. 


Town Forests — The Conservation Commission also has the responsibility to manage the Town 
Forest properties. No new activities this year, however, we are looking at a couple of the older 
stands for forest management. 


Commission Membership — The Commission Meetings are open to the public, and we welcome 
new members who wish to have a hand in the future of Chester and the preservation of its natural 
resources and rural characteristics. Please join us in conserving Chester’s unique and valuable 
resources.

Chester Agricultural Commission 


The Chester Agricultural Commission consists of seven appointed members pursuant to NH 
RSA 674:44-e. These volunteers care about agriculture in Chester and invite the public to attend 
Agricultural Commission Meetings and events encouraging agriculture, agricultural resources, 
and agricultural-based economic opportunities while balancing Chester’s rural character and 
growth. 


The Mission statement is as follows: 





I. To represent Chester farms and to advise the Chester Town regulatory bodies on 
agricultural matters. 

2. To facilitate communication among farmers, to educate the community in agriculture, 
and to promote the business of farming and farm activities in Chester. 

3. To promote and to help preserve the farms, agricultural lands, and rural character of 
Chester. 


The Commission meets the fourth Tuesday of each month at 7 P.M. at the Town Municipal 
Complex. 


In 2013, the Agricultural Commission explored options for obtaining local, farm fresh products 
for lunches at Chester Academy. The New Hampshire Farm to School Program and some local 
farmers were introduced to the new Food Service Director, Tyfany Carbone, at an Agricultural 
Commission Meeting. Tyfany was animated about the idea of bringing fresh, good food to the 
children and also expressed an interest in finding out if any farmers would be interested in 
planting a herb garden at the School. Delivery of food, cost, and having a time table of what is 
available from local farmers presented an obstacle for direct Chester farm-to-school products at 
the time. 


As one of the Chester Agricultural Commission’s ongoing projects, an inventory of Chester’s agricultural 
businesses (farms, stables, and other agri-related properties) was updated. The complete listing of 
properties, including contact information, will be available on the Town of Chester’s website 
(www.cheternh.org) on the Agricultural Commission’s page.

Special Warrant Article #5 
Passage of this article shall override the 10% limitation imposed on this appropriation due to non-recommendation of the 
budget committee. 


Shall the Town of Chester raise and appropriate One Million, eight hundred thousand dollars ($1,800,000) for the acquisition 
of approximately 70 acres of land and the buildings thereon known as Tax Map 005 Lot 015 (the property formerly known as 
Chester College), and to authorize the issuance of One Million, eight hundred thousand dollars ($1,800,000) in bonds or notes 
in accordance with the provisions of the Municipal Finance Act (RSA Chapter 33), and further authorize the Selectmen to issue 
and negotiate the bonds and notes and determine the rate of interest thereon and authorize the Selectmen to apply for, 
accept and expend for this purpose, any federal, state or private money that becomes available and to take any other action 
necessary to carry out this vote, and further raise and appropriate the additional sum of Thirty-one thousand, fifty dollars 
($31,050) for the first year payment of the bond? This article must pass by a 2/3 majority ballot vote. 

Tax Impact: $3.90 Total/$0.07 First year payment 

No Recommendation by Board of Selectmen Tally Vote — 0 Yes/0 No/5 Abstain 

Not Recommended by Budget Committee Tally Vote — 0 Yes/5 No/1 Abstain 


As Special Warrant Article #5 is a bond issue, it must be addressed first, the polls must remain open for one hour after voting 
begins, and a 2/3 (super) majority is required for passage. Budget Committee Chairperson Lamphere informed the residents 
that the 10% limitation would not be applicable at all today. 


Special Warrant Article #5 was read, moved to the floor, and seconded. Moderator Scott called for discussion. 


Chairman Landau explained that the Board of Selectmen had decided against recommending, or not recommending, this 
Warrant Article as they believe that any decision should be made by the Legislative Body alone. They had merely done what 
was asked of them; that is, researched the potential purchase of the property, and partnered with Better Future Alliance in 
order to give the Town all of its options. The entire 72-acre parcel is assessed by the Town for $4.1m, which, as a college, 
produces $59k of tax revenue; it is appraised for $1.8m; it is for sale for $2.6m. The Town’s tentative offer of $1.8m for the 
entire parcel was rejected by the College Trustees’ attorney. Some portions of the property do have offers pending on them. 
There has been no interest in purchasing the entire property, as is, for an educational institution. 


Stuart Arnett of Better Future Alliance gave a presentation on the Town’s options. These varied from doing nothing and 
allowing a developer or developers to purchase the property, strengthening the Town’s zoning ordinances to keep the “small 
town ambiance” of Chester intact, or purchasing the entire parcel, which would require an increase to the Warrant article. 


Residents, including John Motto, Royal Richardson, and Dennis Maloney, had many questions after the presentation, including 
some that revolved around the infrastructure of the property, the feasibility of amending zoning ordinances after any outside 
purchase to protect the Town, and the potential purchase by the Town of only the front portion of the property. 
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Selectman Landau noted that unless someone wanted to amend the Warrant Article to $2.6m, passing it would be moot as 
the College Trustees’ lawyer had indicated that that was the purchase price. He stated that he was not in favor of purchasing 
the property and his main concern is the two front buildings and the streetscape. 


Chris Hadik moved to amend the article by changing the amount from $1.8m to $2.6m, so that the article would read, in part: 


Shall the Town of Chester raise and appropriate Ore Two Million, eight six hundred thousand dollars ($4,800,000 
$2,600,000) for the acquisition of approximately 70 acres of land and the buildings thereon known as Tax Map 005 Lot 015 
(the property formerly known as Chester College), and to authorize the issuance of Ore Two Million, eight six hundred 
thousand dollars ($4,800,009 $2,600,000) in bonds or notes in accordance with the provisions of the Municipal Finance Act 
(RSA Chapter 33)... 


The amendment was seconded. After some discussion to clarify the change, the question was called as to the amendment, 
and the voice vote was in the negative. The Amendment to Special Warrant Article #5 fails. 


Chris Hadik moved to table this Article; this motion was seconded. The question was called; the voice vote was in the 
affirmative. Special Warrant Article #5 is tabled. 


A motion was made to reconsider the article; this motion was seconded. There was no discussion. The question was called; 
the voice vote was in the negative. Special Warrant Article #5 will remain tabled. 


Rhonda Lamphere moved to restrict reconsideration of this article; this motion was seconded. There was no discussion. The 
question was called; the voice vote was in the negative. Special Warrant Article #5 will not be reconsidered. 


Special Warrant Article # 6 
Shall the Town vote to establish a Capital Reserve Fund under RSA 35:1 for the purpose of funding projects as recommended 
in the Town’s Capital Improvement Plan adopted under RSA 674:5 which includes reconstruction of roads; and raise and 
appropriate the sum of Three hundred fifty thousand dollars ($350,000) to be placed in this fund and to authorize the transfer 
of One hundred fifty thousand dollars ($150,000) from the June 30, 2013 general unassigned fund balance for this purpose 
with the remainder of Two hundred thousand ($200,000) to be raised through taxation. Selectmen are not to be made 
agents to expend this fund; expenditure from this fund will require future warrant article. 

Tax Impact: $0.43 

Recommended by Board of Selectmen Tally Vote — 4 Yes/1No 

Recommended by Budget Committee Tally Vote — 5 Yes/1 No 
Special Warrant Article #6 was read, moved to the floor, and seconded. Moderator Scott called for discussion. 


Selectman Weider shared a Planning Board presentation on CIPs with the residents. The Planning Board drew up this CIP, 
which requires $2.4m over a seven-year cycle. Requests are judged by the following questions: can the Town afford this 
item? Will it enhance public safety? Will it provide a public service? 


This year’s Warrant Article calls for $350k, which is earmarked for road work. The previous road bond will be retired next 
year; the ~$200k that goes towards that can go into the CIP instead. It will also be proposed to move highway block grant 
monies into the CIP. The Town is also working on impact fees. CIPs are short-term debt, so only require a simple majority to 
pass; they help stabilize the tax rate with level funding. This will also do away with “the 10% rule”. 


Residents, including Lynn Rockwell, Charlotte Lister, Ted Scott, and Craig Robie, had many questions after the presentation, 
including one that queried the claim that CIPs help avoid multiple Warrant Articles, but also that a Warrant Article is needed to 
expend from the fund. The apparent discrepancy was explained by noting that under the current system, a separate Warrant 
Article is needed for each individual expenditure; under a CIP, only one Warrant Article is needed to expend for all items listed 
under the year in question. The CIP cannot be drawn down this year; residents wishing to fund roadwork this year will need 
to vote in favor of Warrant Article #7. 


Road Agent Oleson stated that he was unsure how he was expected to complete road work for $350k, considering that he had 
requested a bond of $6m last year. He stated that, even with the CIP, he will still require large Warrant Articles. Selectman 
Weider countered that Road Agent Oleson had supplied the details of the roadwork, and the Town’s Engineer had supplied the 
figures. The detailed CIP is on the Town’s website should anyone care to review it. 
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David Kovacs and Dennis Maloney each spoke in favor of the Warrant Article, stating that the Town needed to maintain its 
infrastructure; this may not be enough money to do all of the work needed, but it was a start. 

A motion was made to waive the second reading of this Warrant Article and only announce the results; this motion was 
seconded. The voice vote was in the affirmative; the motion carries. The question was called; the voice vote was in the 
affirmative. Special Warrant Article #6 carries. 


Article #7 
To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate Two hundred thousand dollars ($200,000) to purchase asphalt and to 
improve, repair and maintain roads in the Town of Chester. 
Tax Impact: $0.43 
Recommended by Board of Selectmen Tally Vote — 4 Yes/1 No 
Not Recommended by Budget Committee Tally Vote — 1 Yes/5 No 
Article #7 was read, moved to the floor, and seconded. Moderator Scott called for discussion. 


Vice-Chairman Hagan spoke in favor of this Article, stating that the Town’s roads need repair and the Town needed to provide 
the Road Agent with some resources. David Kovacs and Charlotte Lister also spoke in support. 

Road Agent Oleson stated that the amount in this Warrant Article was enough to shim and put a wear course on Shepherd 
Home Road. If the work is put off until next year, the same work will cost $250k. 


Budget Committee Member Chuck Heuer stated that the Budget Committee did not support this Warrant Article; that they 
instead supported the CIP. The question was called; at the request of the Budget Committee, a paper ballot was used. Yes 
152 / No 24 Article #7 carries. 


Article #8 
To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate Twenty two thousand, one hundred dollars ($22,100) to hire a part-time 
Assistant Library Director for the Chester Public Library. Said funds are for salary and associated benefits. 
Tax Impact: $.05 
Not Recommended by Board of Selectmen Tally Vote — 1 Yes/4 No 
Not Recommended by Budget Committee Tally Vote -1 Yes/4 No/1 Abstain 
Article #8 was read, moved to the floor, and seconded. Moderator Scott called for discussion. 


Chairman Landau noted that the Board of Selectmen’s non-recommendation was an error; the Selectmen had thought, 
wrongly, that supporting this Warrant Article meant that the Town would need to vote on the Assistant Library Director's 
salary each year, but this is not the case. As such, they now recommend the Article. He also noted that the Library Trustees 
control their own budget, and bring forth their request every year; the Trustees apparently think this position is necessary. 


Mary Beth Ditoro, a Library Trustee, spoke in favor of this Article. She noted that the Budget Committee had requested that 
this position be removed from the Library’s budget request and put into a Warrant Article, so was surprised to see that the 
Budget Committee was not supporting the request. She asked if this non-support meant that the funds for the position had 
been returned to the budget? Chairman Landau stated that they had not, and that the Warrant Article must be passed in 
order to fund this position. 


Budget Committee Vice-Chair Hadik stated that the Budget Committee had approved a large increase in the Library budget 
over last year, a total of $22k, which was mostly wages. This Warrant Article would mean the overall Library Budget had 
gone up 40% and they could not support such an increase. 


Kandace Knowlton, a Library Trustee, stated that the Library staff had not received an increase last year, whereas the Town 
Employees had. She stated that programs had increased 207%, and that Library Director Tim Sheehan needed help. Ms. 
Ditoro agreed, stating that there was a large increase in children’s programs, and that the current Children’s Library aide only 
worked 12 hours a week. Chester College used to run a Writers’ Group, and now that that was defunct, a volunteer was 
running this program at the Chester Library. Some of the Library's collection is so old that the information contained therein is 
no longer relevant; it needs to be replaced, and that also takes a lot of work. Library Director Sheehan is overwhelmed, and 
extra manpower is needed. Deb Munson, a Library trustee, spoke of the intensive labor required to upgrade the catalogue 
system in the fall. 

Mr. Kovacs thanked Library Director Sheehan, stating that he had taken the Library to a higher level, and that it was an 
important part of the Town’s infrastructure. 
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A motion was made to waive the second reading of this Warrant Article and only announce the results; this motion was 
seconded. The voice vote was in the affirmative; the motion carries. The question was called; at the request of the Budget 
Committee, a paper ballot was used. Yes 60 / No 50 Article #8 carries. 


Budget Committee Chair Lamphere stated that the Budget Committee had been accused of wasting time with the ballot votes, 
but that their intention was so that residents could vote for or against any article without offending their neighbors. She 
stated that the ballot votes only took ten minutes or so each. 


Article #9 
To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate Fifty-seven thousand dollars ($57,000) for the purpose of adding a roof 
over the dumpsters at the Transfer Station. 
Tax Impact: $0.12 
Recommended by Board of Selectmen Tally Vote — 5 Yes/0 No 
Not Recommended by Budget Committee Tally Vote - 3 Yes/3 No 
Article #9 was read, moved to the floor, and seconded. Moderator Scott called for discussion. 


Chairman Landau stated that Chester is in the top 1% of communities that recycle; this suggested roof would keep weather 
out of the Transfer Station product, which would allow for more efficient recycling and decrease the cost of trucking. He 
noted that Transfer Station drawings from ~16 years ago had shown a roof as part of the original plan, but that it was deleted 
in order to save money. Chairman Landau estimates that this roof could improve the Transfer Station’s revenue by ~$6k 
annually. 


Budget Committee Member Heuer stated that the Budget Committee had had no documentation on this roof until recently, so 
they had been unable to perform any financial analysis. As a result, they were split on their vote to support. 


Colin Costine stated that he had previously been a Selectman and on the Solid Waste Committee, and that his sketch had 
been the model for the Transfer Station; a roof had never been included on that sketch, because no other Transfer Stations 
had had one. He had contacted Manchester Recycling and they claimed that a roof would not make any difference to the 
revenue. It might make work easier for the Healeys and the truck drivers, but there was no other reason to build a roof. 


Craig Robie asked if money had been spent on engineering, and if there was a plan? Chairman Landau stated that Dubois & 
King had provided the specs (although it is unclear how much they were paid to do so), and two contractors had provided 
estimates. Dubois & King had originally wanted to attach the roof to the existing building, but that would have doubled the 
cost. Budget Committee Vice-Chair Hadik had a copy of the plan, which he gave to Mr. Robie. Mr. Robie also inquired about 
the Transfer Station product — did the Town pay to have it removed, or did the Town make money from it? Chairman Landau 
replied that as the product was commodities, this could and did fluctuate. The question was called; the voice vote was 
inconclusive. A show of hands was requested and counted; the hand vote was in the affirmative. Article #9 carries. 


Article #10 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the Budget Committee recommended amount of $3,846,855.00 for the 
operating budget for the support of Town government for the payment of salaries and for the payment of statutory 
obligations of the Town. The Board of Selectmen recommends $3,846,855.00. 

This article does not include appropriations voted in other warrant articles.

Article #10 was read, moved to the floor, and seconded. Moderator Scott called for discussion, but there was none. The 
question was called; the voice vote was in the affirmative. Article #10 carries. 


Special Article #11 
Shall the Town vote to authorize the Selectmen to enter into a five year lease/purchase agreement for the sum of One 
hundred eighty-five thousand dollars ($185,000) for the purpose of lease/purchasing a Class 8 dump truck with wing plow and 
sander and to raise and appropriate the sum of Thirty-seven thousand three hundred fifty dollars ($37,350) which includes 
principal and interest for the first year’s payment for that purpose. The lease agreement contains an escape clause. 

Tax Impact: $0.40 Total/$0.08 First year payment 

Recommended by Board of Selectmen Tally Vote — 5 Yes/0 No 

Recommended by Budget Committee Tally Vote — 5 Yes/1 No 
Special Article #11 was read, moved to the floor, and seconded. Moderator Scott called for discussion. 


It was noted that the designation “Special” meant that if the funds raised and appropriate were not spent in their entirety, the 
remainder would go directly into the unexpended fund balance, and not become part of the annual budget. 


Road Agent Oleson stated that he wished to amend this Warrant Article to specify a smaller, less expensive vehicle. He stated 
that he currently only had one driver with a CDL (which is necessary to drive a Class 8 vehicle), and that driver was 64 years 
old; also, there was no building available to house the larger vehicle. 


Selectman Weider demurred, stating that the Board of Selectmen had voted to recommend this Article based on a particular, 
specific type of vehicle. 


Road Agent Oleson moved to amend Special Article #11 to specify a Class 5 dump truck for $92k; this motion was seconded. 
The Article, if amended, would read as follows: 


Shall the Town vote to authorize the Selectmen to enter into a five year lease/purchase agreement for the sum of One 
hundrec-eighh-five ninety two thousand dollars (£485,000 $92,000) for the purpose of lease/purchasing a Class 8 5 dump 
truck with wing plow and sander and to raise and appropriate the sum of Fhirhy-seven-theusand_three-hundred-titty eighteen 
thousand six hundred seventy five dollars (34350 $18,675) which includes principal and interest for the first year’s 
payment for that purpose. The lease agreement contains an escape clause. 


The amendment was seconded. Budget Committee Member Heuer spoke in opposition to the Amendment, stating that the 
Budget Committee had performed its analysis on a Class 8 truck. He stated that the Town already owned a new Class 5 truck, 
and that the Class 8 truck had superior plowing capabilities. Road Agent Oleson reiterated that he only had one CDL driver; a 
CDL was not necessary to drive a Class 5 truck. 


Selectman Cannon asked if the Town raised and appropriated $18,675, and the funds needed turned out to be more, could 
the Town still get a lease? Town Counsel Diane Gorrow stated that the Town would simply need to take money out of the 
general fund in order to make up the shortfall. The question was called as to the amendment, and the voice vote was in the 
affirmative. The Amendment to Special Article #11 carries. 


Selectman Weider again spoke in opposition to the Warrant Article, stating that the change took away the Town’s ability to 
perform its own work, and gave it to Contractors. He opined that this was not a good way to do business. Mr. Robie and Mr. 
Costine inquired as to whether or not the Town needed to hire another person with a CDL license. The question was called; at 
the request of the Budget Committee, a paper ballot was used. Yes 44 / No 49Special Article #11 fails. 


Special Article #12 
Shall the Town vote to authorize the Selectmen to enter into a five year lease/purchase agreement for the sum of One 
hundred thirty-five thousand dollars ($135,000) for the purpose of lease/purchasing a Loader and to raise and appropriate the 
sum of Twenty-seven thousand, nine hundred fifty dollars ($27,950) which includes principal and interest for the first year’s 
payment for that purpose. The lease agreement contains an escape clause. 

Tax Impact: $0.29 Total/$0.06 First year payment 


Recommended by Board of Selectmen Tally Vote — 4 Yes/1 No 
Not Recommended by Budget Committee Tally Vote — 1 Yes/5 No 
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Special Article #12 was read, moved to the floor, and seconded. Moderator Scott called for discussion. 


Road Agent Oleson stated that this loader, with a ten-year lifespan, could be useful for loading trucks and clearing the sides of 
the roads; it could also be used by the Maintenance and Recreation departments, and the Transfer Station. 


Budget Committee Vice-Chair Hadik asked if this vehicle would require a CDL-licensed driver; it would not. Mr. Kovacs asked 
if the Town did not already own a loader. Road Agent Oleson replied that the Town owns a backhoe, and rents a loader; last 
year the cost to rent the loader was $14k. 


Mr. Weider spoke as a citizen, not as a Selectman. He noted that the cost to rent the loader last year may have been $14k, 
but in the previous few years it had only been $3-5k each year. He did not support the purchase of this vehicle, which is 
expensive to maintain and not useful year-round; also, the Town has a backhoe already, which can be used for most of the 
jobs that the loader would be used for. The question was called; at the request of the Budget Committee, a paper ballot was 
used. Yes 27 /No61_ Special Article #12 fails. 


Budget Committee Vice-Chair moved to defer consideration of Special Article #13 until the results were received from Special 
Article #12; this motion was seconded. The voice vote was in the affirmative; the motion carries. Special Article #13 will 
be discussed once the results of Special Article #12 are known. 


At this point, the Board of Selectmen took control of the meeting in order to present this year's awards.

At the conclusion of this section, Moderator Scott again took control of the Meeting. He thanked all first-time voters. 


Special Article #13 
To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate One hundred ten-thousand dollars ($110,000) to remove the debris from 
the grounds around the Town salt shed and further to construct two buildings to house the necessary equipment. This will be 
a non-lapsing appropriation per RSA 32:7, VI and will not lapse until the debris is removed and two buildings are completed or 
by June 30, 2015, whichever is sooner. 

Tax Impact: $0.24 

Recommended by Board of Selectmen Tally Vote — 5 Yes/ONo 

Recommended by Budget Committee Tally Vote — 4 Yes/2 No 
Special Article #13 was read, moved to the floor, and seconded. Moderator Scott called for discussion. 


Selectman Weider noted that this Warrant Article included a building to house the truck requested in Warrant Article #12, 
which had failed. He recommended that the article be tabled. There was no action taken on this recommendation. The 
question was called; the voice vote was in the negative. Special Article #13 fails. 


Special Warrant Article #14 
Shall the Town vote to raise and appropriate eighty-five thousand dollars ($85,000) to be added to the Winter Road 
Maintenance Expendable Trust Fund established in 2006 for the purpose of sanding, salting and plowing in the Town of 
Chester. The Winter Expendable Trust Fund shall not exceed eighty-five thousand dollars ($85,000). 

Tax Impact: $0.18 


Recommended by Board of Selectmen Tally Vote — 5 Yes/0 No 
Recommended by Budget Committee Tally Vote — 4 Yes/2 No 
Special Warrant Article #14 was read, moved to the floor, and seconded. Moderator Scott called for discussion. 
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Budget Committee Chair Lamphere stated that according to the April expense report, the highway department had only 
overspent its winter maintenance lines (sand, salt, and plowing) by $20k; why, then, was the Expendable Trust Fund emptied 
of all $85k and now needed to be replenished fully? She stated that this fund was not intended to be an extension of the 
Highway Budget. 


Selectman Weider replied that the Finance Department had run the numbers and that all $85k had been required; Finance 
Director Smith agreed, stating that the overspend of $20k was after the application of the $85k. 


Budget Committee Chair Lamphere opined that perhaps Road Agent Oleson had under-budgeted. Selectman Weider stated 
that the Highway Department’s request during Budget Season for more funds had not moved forward, and that this was a 
worse winter than in previous years. Road Agent Oleson agreed, stating that this winter there were many prolonged storms, 
Town-owned vehicles out of service, he had tested a different, more expensive type of salt; all of these had contributed to the 
overspend. The question was called; the voice vote was in the affirmative. Special Warrant Article #14 carries. 


Article #15 
To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate Fifty thousand dollars ($50,000) for the purpose of re-roofing the multi- 
purpose room. 
Tax Impact: $0.11 
Recommended by Board of Selectmen Tally Vote — 5 Yes/0 No 
Recommended by Budget Committee Tally Vote — 5 Yes/1 No 
Article #15 was read, moved to the floor, and seconded. Moderator Scott called for discussion. 


Selectman LeBlanc spoke in favor of this Article. He stated that the roof, which was built in 1986, had outlived its expected 
life of 15-20 years; it was regularly developing leaks and being patched. The chosen bidder had installed the new roof on the 
other part of the Municipal Complex at a previous date, and had returned to perform warranty work at no charge. The 
question was called; the voice vote was in the affirmative. Article #15 carries. 


Article #16 
Shall the Town vote to authorize the Selectmen to enter into a five year lease/purchase agreement for the sum of Forty-five 
thousand, five hundred dollars ($45,500) for the purpose of lease/purchasing a Skid Steer to be used at the Transfer Station 
and to raise and appropriate the sum of Nine thousand, six hundred forty dollars ($9,640) which includes principal and 
interest for the first year’s payment for that purpose and authorize the use of One thousand, five hundred fifty-nine ($1,559) 
of funds that were donated to the town for this purpose following the adoption of a non-lapsing article at the 2010 Town 
Meeting (article 23 which conditioned the purchase of the equipment on the receipt of 100% of the cost of the equipment). 
The lease agreement contains an escape clause. 

Tax Impact: $0.10 Total/$0.02 First year payment 

Recommended by Board of Selectmen Tally Vote — 5 Yes/0 No 

Not Recommended by Budget Committee Tally Vote — 1 Yes/5 No 
Article #16 was read, moved to the floor, and seconded. Moderator Scott called for discussion. 


Chairman Landau noted that the Skid Steer parked in front of the MultiPurpose Room was similar to what the Town would like 
to purchase. It would be used to move air conditioners, refrigerators, cement blocks, etc. The Transfer Station currently has 
one full-time and five part-time employees; the part-timers shovel snow by the trailers when they are moved out, but the Skid 
Steer could also be used for that in the future. 


Although the Town wished to purchase a Skid Steer using Warrant Article #23 in 2010, the expected grants were diverted to 
Homeland Security purposes. One $5,000 grant which was received could not be spent on a Skid Steer due to specific 
regulations; it was spent on a container instead. 


The original quote of $45,500 was received January 22". an updated quote received on May 13" was for $49,100. Options 
have been deleted from the Skid Steer to return to the $45,500 figure. A $5,000 grant has been applied for, with 95% 
certainty of receipt. This grant, as well as any other and donations, would be applied towards the Skid Steer’s lease. The 
cost would be less than $0.02 per thousand for five years. Scratch paint and wax are included. 


Budget Committee Chair Lamphere stated that the Budget Committee was picking their priorities this year, and they would 
prefer to put the purchase off for a year and look for a good used piece of equipment instead, as the Skid Steer would not be 
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used every day. Chairman Landau replied that he had looked for a used Skid Steer in 2010, but the difference in cost was 
minimal and the equipment’s history unclear. 


It was asked if the Skid Steer’s purchase would lead to the elimination of any of the part-time employees of the Transfer 
Station; it will not. It will lower the cost of plowing, and it will lower labor time, but it will not eliminate positions. 


Mr. Kovacs asked if it was possible to use any of the Town’s other equipment instead at the Transfer Station, perhaps the 
backhoe? Chairman Landau replied that they could perhaps use the backhoe, but the maneuverability was an issue, as well 
as the need to transport it back and forth. The question was called; at the request of the Budget Committee, a paper ballot 
was used. Yes 51 / No 34 Article #16 carries. 


Article #17 
Shall the Town vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Forty thousand, two hundred fifty dollars ($40,250) to purchase a 
fully equipped new police cruiser, and authorize the withdrawal of Twenty thousand, two hundred fifty dollars ($20,250) from 
the capital reserve fund established in 2008 for that purpose. The balance of Twenty thousand dollars ($20,000) is to come 
from general taxation. 

Tax Impact: $0.04 

Recommended by Board of Selectmen Tally Vote — 5 Yes/0 No 

Recommended by Budget Committee Tally Vote — 4 Yes/2 No 
Article #17 was read, moved to the floor, and seconded. Moderator Scott called for discussion, but there was none. The 
question was called; the voice vote was in the affirmative. Article #17 carries. 


Special Article #18 
To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate Ten thousand dollars ($10,000) to be added to the capital reserve fund 
known as Building Improvement and Maintenance Capital Reserve Fund established at the 2008 Town Meeting (Warrant 
Article #18 as amended). Said funds are necessary to replace fuel lines and to correct deficiencies in the parking lots at the 
Municipal Building. 

Tax Impact: $0.02 

Recommended by Board of Selectmen Tally Vote — 5 Yes/0 No 

Not Recommended by Budget Committee Tally Vote — 1 Yes/5 No 
Special Article #18 was read, moved to the floor, and seconded. Moderator Scott called for discussion. 


Selectman LeBlanc spoke in support of this Article. He stated that the plan was to remove the underground fuel tank and fuel 
lines all at the same time, as it was more efficient than doing it separately; it was also considered more efficient to put the 
new tanks in the annex. This work will also affect the parking lot. The Board is in the process of getting quotes for that work, 
as well as considering switching from oil to propane. The total amount to be set aside is $40k, which includes this $10k; the 
work is planned for two years out. 


Budget Committee Chair Lamphere stated that the Budget Committee did not have any of this information when the decision 
was made to support or not support the Warrant Article. The question was called; the voice vote was in the affirmative. 
Special Article #18 carries. 


Special Article #19 
Shall the Town vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Fifteen thousand dollars ($15,000) to be added to the Town 
Revaluation Capital Reserve Fund established in 2009 in order to prepare for the next Town revaluation in 2016? 

Tax Impact: $0.03 

Recommended by Board of Selectmen Tally Vote — 4 Yes/1 No 

Recommended by Budget Committee Tally Vote — 6 Yes/0 No 
Special Article #19 was read, moved to the floor, and seconded. Moderator Scott called for discussion, but there was none. 
The question was called; the voice vote was in the affirmative. Special Article #19 carries. 


Special Article #20 

Shall the Town adopt the provisions of RSA 31:95-c to restrict 100% of revenues from the sale of cemetery lots to 
expenditures for the purpose of cemetery maintenance? Such revenues and expenditures shall be accounted for in a special 
revenue fund to be known as the Cemetery Maintenance Special Revenue Fund, separate from the general fund. Any surplus 
in said fund shall not be deemed part of the general fund accumulated surplus and shall be expended only after a vote by the 
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legislative body to appropriate a specific amount from said fund for a specific purpose related to the purpose of the fund or 
source of the revenue. 

Recommended by Board of Selectmen Tally Vote — 5 Yes/0 No 

Not Recommended by Budget Committee Tally Vote — 3 Yes/3 No 
Special Article #20 was read, moved to the floor, and seconded. Moderator Scott called for discussion. 


Chairman Landau noted that this Warrant Article was intended for the Village Cemetery Trustees, who are in charge of ~15 
cemeteries in Town. Two years ago, 2.5 acres were given to the Town to be used as a cemetery; this would provide 400 
more gravesites. Each gravesite costs $400, or $300 should a person purchase two or more. These monies currently go into 
the general fund. 


Should this Warrant Article pass, the fund would be monitored by the Treasurer, and the Trustees would have to request 
permission from the Legislative Body should they wish to spend it. It would not be part of the taxpayer-funded budget, and 
would have no tax impact. 


Budget Committee Vice-Chair Hadik stated that the Budget Committee did not have any of this information when the decision 
was made to support or not support the Warrant Article, but now that they understood the process, they were in favor of 
Supporting it. 


The question was called; at the request of the Budget Committee, a paper ballot was used. 
Yes57/No8_ Special Article #20 carries. 


Moderator Scott requested that in the future, the Supervisors of the Checklist should be informed in advance of Town Meeting 
if a paper ballot would be needed in order that sufficient ballots could be prepared and handed out at the beginning of the 
meeting. 


Special Warrant Article #21 
Shall the Town vote to establish a Capital Reserve Fund under RSA 35:1 for the purpose of funding a Commemorative 
Monument for valued citizens in the Town of Chester and raise and appropriate the sum of Ten thousand dollars ($10,000) to 
be placed in this fund and to authorize the transfer of Ten thousand dollars ($10,000) from the June 30, 2013 general 
unassigned fund balance for this purpose and further to make the Selectmen agents to expend this fund. 

Tax Impact: $0.00 

Recommended by Board of Selectmen Tally Vote — 5 Yes/ONo 

Recommended by Budget Committee Tally Vote — 4 Yes/2 No 
Special Warrant Article #21 was read, moved to the floor, and seconded. Moderator Scott called for discussion. 


John Colman spoke in favor of this Article. He noted that Chester honors its veterans, but unlike other Towns there is 
nowhere to honor the residents who made the Town what it is today, and enabled it to prosper. Some worthy citizens had 
been honored in the Town Report, but at only one person each year it would be many years before all deserving citizens could 
be honored. He had approached the Board of Selectmen, who recommended that he form a Heritage Commission. This he 
did, choosing Web Anderson, Judy Balk, Don Brown, Dean Leighton, Richard Noyes, Darrell Quinn, and Genevieve Rowell to 
serve along with himself. 


Their plan is for a monument in front of the Municipal Complex with benches, a walkway of commemorative pavers, and 7 x 7 
x 7 posts that will have brass plates engraved with the names of the honored residents. There would also be plaques inside 
the building with a paragraph about each honoree. 


The question was called; the voice vote was in the affirmative. Special Warrant Article #21 carries. 


Special Warrant Article #22 
Shall the Town vote to establish a Capital Reserve Fund under RSA 35:1 for the purpose of funding the 300" Anniversary 
Celebration in 2022 and raise and appropriate the sum of Five thousand dollars ($5,000) to be placed in this fund; and further 
to make the Selectmen agents to expend this fund. 

Tax Impact: $.001 

Recommended by Board of Selectmen Tally Vote — 5 Yes/0 No 

Not Recommended by Budget Committee Tally Vote — 3 Yes/3 No 
Special Warrant Article #22 was read, moved to the floor, and seconded. Moderator Scott called for discussion. 
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Jean Methot spoke in support of this Article. He briefly talked about the 200" anniversary celebration in 1922. He will not be 
the only planner of this celebration, and would like to start setting up committees now. He stated that whatever monies 
raised and appropriated that were not spent would be returned to the general fund. 


The question was called; the voice vote was in the affirmative. Special Warrant Article #22 carries. 


Special Article #23 
To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate Seven thousand eight hundred eighty-one dollars ($7,881) for the 
purpose of providing public, educational, and governmental access television in the Town of Chester. Said funds to be 
withdrawn from the Special Revenue Fund established as the “PACT” Fund (Warrant Article # 28, 2003), separate from the 
General Fund. If passed, this will have no tax impact. 

Recommended by Board of Selectmen Tally Vote — 5 Yes/0 No 

Recommended by Budget Committee Tally Vote — 6 Yes/0 No 
Special Article #23 was read, moved to the floor, and seconded. Moderator Scott called for discussion, but there was none. 
The question was called; the voice vote was in the affirmative. Special Article #23 carries. 


Article #24 

Shall the Town vote to discontinue the Chester Police Department Capital Reserve Fund created in 1991. Said funds with 

accumulated interest to the date of withdrawal (approximately $125) are to be transferred to the Town’s general fund. 
Recommended by Board of Selectmen Tally Vote — 5 Yes/0 No 

Article #24 was read, moved to the floor, and seconded. Moderator Scott called for discussion. 

Charlotte Lister asked what the original purpose of this fund was; it was for a vehicle. 

The question was called; the voice vote was in the affirmative. Article #24 carries. 


Article # 25 

Shall the Town vote to discontinue the Fremont Road Bridge Capital Reserve Fund created in 2008. Said funds with 

accumulated interest to the date of withdrawal (approximately $15) are to be transferred to the Town’s general fund. 
Recommended by Board of Selectmen Tally Vote — 5 Yes/0 No 

Article #25 was read, moved to the floor, and seconded. Moderator Scott called for discussion, but there was none. The 

question was called; the voice vote was in the affirmative. Article #25 carries. 


Article # 26 

Shall the Town vote to discontinue the Employee Separation Capital Reserve Fund created in 2011. Said funds with 

accumulated interest to the date of withdrawal (approximately $8,387) are to be transferred to the Town’s general fund. 
Recommended by Board of Selectmen Tally Vote — 5 Yes/0 No 

Article #26 was read, moved to the floor, and seconded. Moderator Scott called for discussion, but there was none. The 

question was called; the voice vote was in the affirmative. Article #26 carries. 


Article #27 

To hear the reports of Agents, Auditors, and Committees of Officers heretofore chosen and pass any vote relating thereto. 

Mr. Costine stated that he had heard the Budget Committee say several times today that they had not received necessary 
information in a timely fashion. He suggested that since the residents had voted to have a Budget Committee that they ask 
the Board of Selectmen to get information to them sooner next year. 


Chairman Landau brought up the Chester Clothes Closet, and thanked Barbara Dolloff for her work. He noted that on 


Thursday, May 23, 2013 at 3:00pm, a dedication would be held dedicating the Food Pantry to the honor of Brendan Myers, 
by naming it “Brendan’s Bounty”. 


Article #28 
To transact any other business that may legally come before the Town. 


As there was no further business, the question was called; the voice vote was in the affirmative. The 2013 Chester Town 
Meeting was adjourned at 2:36pm.
